A   ^"6ry  Important  Document  Concerning  College  Policy 

During  the  vacation  I  had  one  of  the  most  stimulating  and  re 
vealing  educational  experiences  that  I  have  had  for  a  long  time. 
It  came  through  reading  the  accumulated  faculty  comments  of  the 
report  entitled  "Some  of  the  Functions  of  the  School  and  the 
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Teacher"  prepared  for  the  Frame  of  Reference  Subcommittee  of  the 
American  Council  Central  Committee. 

Three  typed  copies  of  these  reports  have  been  terapora.rily 
bound  and  placed  in  the  library  on  reserve  for  circulation  among 
members  of  the  faculty.   I  should  like  to  have  all  members  of 
the  faculty  who  are  serving  on  key  policy  forming  committees  of 
any  sort  take  a  look  at  them. 

The  comments  show  that  we  have  a  group  of  people  on   our 
faculty  who  are  first~rate  critical  thinkers.   Some  of  the  cori- 
ments  and  suggestions  that  they  have  made  about  phrasing  and  con- 
tent should  be  heeded  in  the  reorganization  of  the  report,   I 
think  some  of  the  things  they  said  about  phrasing  were  grossly 
unfair;  partly  because  the  reader  was  largely  unfam.iliar  with  e 
perfectly  legitimate  technical  language.   However,  there  will  h„ 
no  harm  in  changing  this  language  so  that  it  will  be  less  tech_ni-- 
cal. 

I  am  becoming  increasingly  enthusiastic  about  the  whole 
piece  of  work.   We  have  a  right  to  be  proud  of  the  fact  that  both 
the  original  analysis  and  the  criticisms  of  it  could  have  been 
done  on  our  faculty.   The  most  important  thing  rem.ains  and  that 
is  to  go  ahead  and  finish  the  analysis  and  then,  what  is  much 
more  difficult,  put  its  implications  into  practice  in  all  of  the 
departments  of  the  college. 


Admini strati ve  Organization  and  Commxittees 

Heretofore  it  has  been  customary  to  issue  two  docijiments  to 
the  members  of  the  faculty  at  the  beginning  of  each  yea.r,  one  a 
list  of  the  names  of  the  members  of  all  committees,  and  the  other 
an  outline  of  the  administration  of  the  college.   Neither  of 
these  documents  is  ready  for  distribution  this  year. 

Committees.   We  were  not  able  to  prepare  a  complete  list  of 
committee  assignments  before  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  be- 
cause some  important  items  of  information  that  were  needed  to  go 
m  it  were  lacking.   We  did  not  have  complete  information  about 
the  new  personnel  sponsorship  organization  for  the  freshmen  and 
sophomores;  and  we  did  not  have  the  names  of  the  student  membei's 
of  the  committees.   The  student  appointments  to  committees  are 
made  by  the  Student  Council.   Since  we  want  to  stress  student 
participation  in  all  the  work  of  the  college  more  than  ever  this 
year,  it  is  highly  desirable  that  the  student  appointments  be  i.n - 
eluded  in  the  official  committee  lists.   Accordingly,  the  com-mitt. 
lists  will  be  issued  as  soon  as  we  have  this  information,  I  hope 
in  a  few  days. 
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Outline  of  Adjnlnistrative  Organization.   At  the  beginning 
of  last  year  Mr.  Lentz  was  made  chairman  of  a  committee  of  the 
Council  of  Administration  to  reevaluate  and  revise  the  existing 
administrative  organization  of  the  college.   At  the  time  the 
appointment  was  made  it  was  thought  possible  that  the  first  draft 
of  the  reorganization  might  be  ready  for  faculty  consideration 
and  suggestion  by  Christmas.   As  the  work  progressed,  its  great 
importance  became  more  and  more  apparent,  and  the  conimittee  spent 
the  whole  year  in  study  and  discussion. 

Most  of  the  first  draft  of  the  revised  outline  has  now  been 
completed  and  is  ready  to  be  submitted  to  the  faculty.  Mimeo- 
graphed copies  of  it  are  being  distributed  v/ith  this  Bulletin* 

The  members  of  the  committee  in  charge  of  the  reorganization 
plan  are  anxious  that  these  tentative  plans  should  be  made  the 
subject  of  further  critical  examination.   A  part  of  the  October 
faculty  meeting  will  be  given  over  to  open  discussion  of  them. 
In  the  meantime  written  suggestions  will  be  welcomed  by  the  com- 
m.itteeo 


Decrease  in  NYA  Help 

Our  new  NYA  allocation  is  fifty  per  cent  less  than  it  was 
last  spring.   Because  of  this  situation,  it  will  not  be  possible 
for  the  Student  Employment  Service  to  fill  all  requests  which 
faculty  members  have  made.   It  is  hoped  that  an  additional  allo- 
cation of  funds  will  be  made  soon,  and  other  requests  vjill  then 
be  considered  as  promptly  as  possible.   Until  then  an  attempt  is 
being  m.ade  to  meet  the  minim.um  needs  of  each  department  as  well 
as  the  limited  funds  will  permit. 


Automobile  Parking  Regulations 

During  Iracation  the  parking  regulations  which  were  enforced 
last  year  were  relaxed  somewhat  since  it  was  not  necessary  to  en- 
force them.   With  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  Term  we  are  again 
asking  that  no  students  or  members  of  the  college  staff  park 
their  cars  anywhere  in  the  circle  between  the  Normal  Avenue  gate 
and  the  entrance  to  the  parking  lot  east  of  Anthony  Hall.   For 
uhe  sake  of  both  convenience  and  appearance  this  space  is  to  be 
kept  open  for  outside  visitors  to  the  college  only. 
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Annual  Financial  Report  of  Student  Organization  Fund s 

Mr.  Miles,  the  Business  Manager  of  the  college,  has  the 
following  announcement. 

The  Annual  Financial  Report  covering  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments of  Student  Organization  Funds  for  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1941  has  been  completed.   Faculty  sponsors  and  student  officers 
of  such  organizations  will  find  a  copy  on  file  in  the  library. 


The  New  Retirement  Flan  is  in  Effect 

The  new  retirement  plan  which  was  under  discussion  all  last 
year  and  part  of  this  year  went  into  effect  September  1.   Mr^ 
Neckers,  chairman  of  the  Gomm.ittee,  prepared  an  outline  of  the 
plan  which  i-jas   distributed  to  the  faculty  last  summer.   Extra, 
copies  for  persons  who  did  not  secure  a  copy  of  them  may  be  had 
at  the  Business  Office. 

All  mem.bers  of  the  faculty  who  are  thirty  years  old  or  olc.er 
and  are  considered  permanent  and  continuous  employees  become  par- 
ticipants in  the  System  beginning  September  1,  1941,  and  three 
and  one   half  per  cent  will  be  deducted  from  each  salary  payment 
for  employment  after  September  1,  1941. 

Members  of  the  faculty  who  are  under  age  thirty  and  ^a^lo  are 
presumably  on  permanent  and  continuous  emplosmient  m.ay  participate 
if  they  elect  to  do  so.   Optional  participation  begins  on   the 
first  day  of  the  payroll  period  immediately  following  the  receipt 
cf  ^/JTltten  election  to  participate;  therefore,  a  faculty  member 
who  desires  to  become  a  participant  as  of  September  1,  1941  must 
make  application  at  once.   In  order  to  receive  credit  in  the  de- 
termination of  benefits  for  service  to  the  college  prior  to 
September  1,  1941,  it  mil  be  necessary  thp.t  optional  participants 
elect  to  participate  prior  to  September  1,  1942. 

Another  pamphlet  of  complete  information  on  the  System  and 
lis  various  benefits  will  be  available  for  distribution  shortly 
after  September  1. 

Faculty  members  under  age  thirty  on  permanent  and  continuous 
employment  who  wish  to  become  participants  in  the  University  Re- 
tirement System  will  fill  out  the  blank  below  and  return  it  to 
the  Business  Office.

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A  Caution  about  Purchases  for  the  College 

The  following  paragraph  is  copied  from  a  memorandum  we  have 
received  from  the  Division  of  Printing  through  Director  Frank  G. 
Thompson,  Chairman  of  our  Board.   It  relates  only  to  printing, 
but  the  suggestion  it  contains  will  apply  to  all  kinds  of  purchases, 
It  is  obvious  that  the  delay  in  purchasing  materials  for  the  col- 
lege, already  inordinately  long  under  normal  circumstances,  will 
now  be  still  longer. 

"No  doubt  you  are  av;are  of  the  enormous  National  Defense 
Program  existing  at  the  present  time,  and  the  Government  having 
access  to  all  raw  materials  for  manufacturing  purposes. 

"This  situation  is  causing  a  great  deal  of  uneasiness  among 
contractors  doing  business  with  the  State  of  Illinois.   V7e  are  of 
the  opinion  that  all  departments  should  notify  their  various  di- 
visions and  branch  offices  to  anticipate  their  requirements  six 
months  in  advance,  as  the  manufacturers  are  now  asking  for  at 
least  ninety  days  delivery.   This  applies  to  all  paper  products 
and  stationery  supplies  purchased  through  the  Division  of  Printing. 

"This  letter  is  being  written  with  the  thought  of  service 
only,  as  we  do  not  want  your  department  handicapped  in  any  way, 
due  to  failure  to  receive  any  items  included  on  printing  requi- 
sitions. " 


Our  Enrollment  Holds  Up 

¥e  have  passed  the  seventeen  hundred  mark  on  fall  term  en- 
rollment in  spite  of  very  discouraging  earlier  signs.   A  few 
weeks  ago  indications  were   that  we  would  do  well  to  have  four- 
teen hundred  students.  As  it  is  we  shall  probably  have  nearly 
eighteen  hundred.   This  will  be  the  third  largest  enrollment 
that  the  college  has  ever  had.   Only  the  enrollments  of  last 
year  and  the  year  before  were  larger. 

There  will  be  more  than  seven  hundred  fifty  freshman.   Early 
indications  are  that  v/e  have  an  extraordinarily  promising  fresh- 
man class. 

The  decrease  of  about  four  hundred  in  enrollment  combined 
with  an  increase  of  some  seven  new  positions  on  the  faculty  ought 
to  ease  the  over-crowding  of  classes  considerably.   We  need  to 
keep  on  emphasizing  to  the  public,  however,  that  in  spite  of  txhe 
decrease  in  enrollment  v/e  are  still  under-staffed  by  comparison 
with  other  colleges.   We  should  also  point  out  that,  x^^hile  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  positions  will  reduce  the  size  of  the 
classes  somewhat,  it  villi   also  increase  their  number  thus  in- 
creasing the  pressure  on  the  physical  facilities  of  the  college. 
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We  shall  be  using  more  rather  than  fewer  disgracefully  inadequate 
classrooms. 

In  spite  of  these  handicaps  which  need  to  be  mentioned  to 
forestall  the  conclusion  that  a  drop  in  enrollment  and  a  slight 
increase  in  faculty  will  solve  all  our  pressing  problems,  we  have 
every  reason  to  be  happy  with  the  years  beginning.

The  Registrar' s  Report 

This  year  the  Registrar  of  the  college  issued  another  ex- 
cellent, comprehensive,  illuminating  report.   This  report  is 
available  in  the  college  library.   There  is  a  great  deal  of  in- 
teresting information  in  it  about  the  composition  of  the  student 
body  and  about  other  aspects  of  the  work  of  the  college.   Some 
particularly  interesting  tables  are  to  be  found  on  pages  22  to 
33,  and  on  pa.ges  43  and  47. 

The  tables  on  page  32  and  33  are  interesting  because  they 
show  that  average  grades  given  and  number  of  failures  vary  con- 
siderably between  subjects.   Thus,  in  some  subjects  it  seems  that 
very  few  high  grades  are  given  and  in  other  subjects  a  great  many. 
This  ought  not  to  be  so.  While  it  is  true  that  subjects  do  vary 
in  difficulty,  the  difference  in  the  difficulty  of  subjects  should 
have  nothing  to  do  with  the  distribution  of  grades. 

Paraphrasing  Heraclitus'  principle  that  "man  is  the  measure 
of  all  things",  we  may  say  in  this  connection  that  the  student 
is  the  measure  of  all  things;  and  that  therefore  the  question 
of  what  constitutes  "B"  grade  work  in  manual  arts  or  history  or 
chemistry  is  to  be  determined  by  v;hat  the  average  student  actually 
is  able  to  do,  rather  than  by  any  inherent  qualities  of  the  sub- 
ject matter. 

The  tables  on  page  22  to  30  give  a  summary  of  the  high  schools 
from  which  the  students  come.   This  list  is  impressive  because  of 
its  length.  V7e  drew  students  from  one  hundred  seventy-five  dif- 
ferent high  schools  last  year.  All  but  a  fev/  of  them  were  in 
Illinois.

A  Good  Start  on  Staff  Publications 

Apparently  we  are  making  a  very  good  start  again  this  year 
on  significant  publications  by  members  of  the  college  faculty. 
Last  year  we  averaged  a  little  more  than  an  article  a  week  for 
the  whole  year.   This  year,  apparently,  the  month  of  September 
is  already  taken  care  of. 

Mr.  Vincent  DiGiovanna  of  the  Men's  Physical  Education  De- 
partment has  an  article  in  the  current  number  of  the  Journal  of 
Health  and  Physical  Educatioh  entitled  "A  New  Approach  to  an  Old 
Problem".   In  it  he  describes  and  illustrates  with  photographs 
the  gymnastic  program  of  the  Department. 

Mr.  Richard  Beyer  of  the  History  Department  has  an  article 
in  the  current  number  of  the  Recreation  magazine  entitled  "Suc- 
cessful Student  Baseball".   It  describes  the  intramural  baseball 
league  of  which  Mr.  Beyer  has  been  director  for  a  number  of  years. 

Mr.  S.  C.  Chandler,  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  State  Natural 
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History  Survey  Division  and  an  affiliated  member  of  the  college 
faculty  has  two  publications,  written  by  him  jointly  with  Pro- 
fessor Flint  of  the  University  of  Illinois.   The  titles  of  the 
publications  are  "Fighting  Fruit  Insects  in  1941"  and  "Fruit 
Insect  Studies  of  1940",  and  they  were  published  in  the  1940 
Transactions  of  the  Illinois  State  Horticultural  Society,  Volume 
74. 

Mr.  Louis  Petroff,  Extension  Instructor  in  Sociology,  has 
an  article  in  the  current  number  of  Sociology  and  Social  Research 
entitled  "The  Sixth  Wish:  for  Freedom".   In  it  Mr.  Petroff  sug- 
gests that  the  wish  for  freedom  is  one  of  the  basic  natural  social 
urges  common  to  all  human  beings. 

We  are  very  anxious  to  receive  prompt  reports  of  any  other 
faculty  publications  in  order  that  the  record  may  be  kept  complete 
Failure  to  report  a  publication  is  not  a  praiseworthy  example  of 
modesty  on  the  part  of  the  person  involved  but  is  rather  a  plain 
neglect  of  an  important  duty  to  the  college. 


Reduction  in  Student  Activity  Funds 

Faculty  sponsors  of  the  various  student  activities  which  re- 
ceive support  from  the  student  activity  fund  should  bear  in  mind 
that  the  total  income  in  this  fund  this  year  will  probably  be  re- 
duced by  seventy-five  hundred  dollars  due  to  the  reduction  in  en- 
rollment. This  will  necessarily  mean  reductions  of  about  twenty 
per  cent  from  last  year's  budgets  all  along  the  line.  We  cannot 
spend  money  we  do  not  receive. 


The  Faculty  Book  Club 

For  the  benefit  of  members  of  the  faculty  who  may  not  knov/ 
about  it,  a  word  of  information  and  high  commendation  for  the 
Faculty  Book  Club  is  appropriate  at  this  time  of  the  year.   The 
Faculty  Book  Club  is  one  of  the  simplest  and  most  successful  co- 
operative enterprises  that  I  know  anything  about.   The  following 
paragrapii  is  copied  from  a  recent  note  from  Mr.  Tenney  who,  with. 
Mr.  Cramer,  has  done  the  active  hard  work  in  maintaining  the  cIud, 

"Last  year  the  club  consisted  of  two  groups  of  thirty  members 
each.   If  the  requests  for  membership  keep  coming  in  at  the  presen^' 
rate,  we  may  have  to  start  a  third  group  this  fall*   I  think  the 
interest  of  our  faculty  in  all  kinds  of  current  books  refutes  the 
statement  we  sometimes  hear  to  the  effect  that  as  a  group  they 
are  over-specialized  and  not  sufficiently  interested  in  general 
education.   Perhaps  most  of  our  difficulties  spring  from  the  sye'Ur 
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of  classrooms,  units,  and  credits  rather  than  from  the  teachers. 
In  a  twelve  weeks*  term  one  has  to  keep  strictly  to  his  subject; 
there  is  little  time  for  a  diversified  presentation." 


The  College  Radio  Programs 

Last  week  the  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University  launched 
again  the  three  weekly  radio  programs  which  have  become  a  regular 
feature  of  the  extension  program  of  the  college.   The  oldest  of 
these  programs  is  beginning  its  third  year  of  regular  weekly 
broadcasts  over  station  WEBQ,  at  Harrisburg.  The  persons  who  are 
responsible  for  the  week  to  week  management  of  this  excellent  pro- 
gram are  Miss  Dorothy  Magnus  and  Mr.  Richard  Beyer.   During  the 
past  two  years  they  have  set  a  very  high  standard  of  quality  for 
these  programs. 

Last  year  two  new  programs  were  launched  over  WJPF  at  Herrin, 
One  of  these  is  directed  by  Mr.  Robert  Faner  and  the  other  by 
Mr.  Muckelroy  and  Mr.  Cassell  of  the  Agriculture  Department. 

In  his  introduction  to  the  third  year  of  broadcasts  for 
Southern  Illinois  Normal  University  Mr.  Beyer  mentioned  the  fact 
that  the  current  broadcast  is  the  eighty-eight|i  program  given  by 
the  college. 

The  plan  on  all  the  programs  except  the  one  in  agriculture 
is  to  ask  the  various  departments  to  furnish  programs  in  turn. 
We  are  all  anxious  not  only  to  maintain  the  quality  of  programs 
but  to  improve  them.  Hence,  we  should  like  to  urge  that  each 
department,  when  it  is  asked  to  furnish  a  program,  give  much 
creative  thought,  not  only  to  the  content  of  the  program  but  to 
the  form  as  x^^rell,  so  that  the  material  presented  will  not  only 
enhance  the  prestige  of  the  department  and  the  college,  but  that 
it  will  be  challenging  and  interesting  enough  to  hold  the  listen--. 
ing  audience  throughout,  and  make  them  want  to  tune  in  on  the 
S.  I.  N.  U,  program  again  the  following  week. 

The  members  of  the  faculty  and  the  student  body  who  have 
had  a  share  in  launching  and  maintaining  this  new  and  promising 
part  of  the  college  program  deserve  the  highest  appreciation 
and  commendation. 


Student  Work  Is  an 
Important  Feature  of  Our  Program 

With  the  opening  of  the  fall  term,  nearly  five  hundred  stu- 
dents of  the  college  went  to  work  in  the  various  college  offices 
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or  in  connection  with  college  affiliated  agencies  or  in  the  homes 
of  faculty  members.   About  half  of  these  are  NYA  students.  Another 
very  large  group  of  them  are  employees  of  the  college  from  state 
funds  and  a  smaller  group  are  in  private  employment  of  one  sort 
or  another. 

Each  of  us  who  has  such  students  assigned  to  him  should  take 
the  responsibility  which  we  thus  assume  very  seriously.   The  first 
responsibility  which  we  owe  to  the  student  is  to  see  to  it  that 
he  develops  good  ethical  and  professional  work  habits.   It  is 
important  for  us  to  insist  upon  a  satisfactory  answer  to  the 
question,  "What  will  he  do  for  the  college  or  for  the  faculty 
member  by  whom  he  is  employed?"  We  have  a  right  to  expect  from 
him  a  constructive  contribution  which  will  give  him  educational 
value  as  well  as  wages  for  his  work. 

But  we  also  have  the  responsibility  to  raise  the  question, 
"What  will  we  do  for  him?"   His  intimate  association  with  a  member 
of  the  faculty  ought  to  be  an  educational  experience  superior  to 
any  other  single  one  which  the  college  affords  him.   What  will 
we  do  for  his  personal  qualities,  for  his  dress,  for  his  speech, 
for  his  good  manners,  his  cordiality,  his  social  qualities  gen- 
erally? What  will  we  do  for  his  attitudes  and  his  ideals,  for 
his  philosophy  of  life?  What  will  we  do  for  his  recreational 
reading?  How  will  we  help  him  directly  in  planning  the  formal 
part  of  his  education,  the  courses  he  takes,  the  majors  and  minors 
he  elects? 

We  have  reason  to  believe  that,  in  the  main,  the  very  ex- 
tensive student  work  program  which  we  have  at  this  college  does 
serve  well  as  education,  and  that  it  is  worth  more  in  this  respect 
than  in  the  opportunity  it  gives  to  students  to  earn  their  way 
through  school,  great  as  the  latter  value  is. 


Book  Requisition  for  the  Fall  Q.uarter 

Mr.  Bosley,  Director  of  the  Library,  asks  that  the  following 
announcement  be  made: 

The  department  requisition  files  in  Wheeler  Library  contain 
many  requests  made  for  books  last  spring  and  summer,  and  as  yet 
unordered.   The  October  requisition  can  absorb  most  of  these,  but 
cannot  include  many  new  books. 

Hov/ever,  it  is  probable  that  faculty  departments  will  want  tj 
substitute  some  additional  books  for  those  asked  for  earlier. 
Those  wishing  to  do  so  will  please  (l)  turn  in  cards  marked  ■ 
"urgent",  to  assure  priority  for  such  books,  or  (2)  rearrange 
the  Department  Requisition  file  in  the  library  to  suit  the  depart 
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merit's  needs.   In  doing  the  latter  the  departments  will  recall 
that  an  arable  "1"  checked  in  the  upper  right  of  the  book  re- 
quisition^ card  means  first  degree  urgency,  a  number  "2"  check, 
second  degree  urgency,  and  a  number  "3"  check  indicates  books 
that  can  be  deferred  to  a  later  requisition  if  necessary.  Ap- 
proximately a  third  of  the  cards  from  each  department  should  be 
marked  in  each  of  the  above  classifications. 


Concerning  the  Distribution  of  Mail 

At  the  request  of  some  of  the  members  of  the  faculty  I  am 
presenting  below  the  announcement  which  was  made  at  the  last 
Faculty  Meeting  concerning  the  new  system  of  distributing  mail 
on  the  campus: 

Due  to  changes  in  the  faculty  for  the  coming  year,  it  has 
been  necessary  to  reassign  faculty  mail  boxes,  A  list  of  these 
assignments  has  been  posted  in  the  Business  Office.

A  Proposed  Plan  for  Summer  Leaves 

We  are  presenting  below  the  proposed  plan  for  summer  leaves 
which  the  Faculty  Senate  drew  up  last  summer.   Mrs.  Neely,  Chair- 
man of  the  Faculty  Senate,  is  anxious  to  have  it  understood  that 
the  plan  does  not  have  the  unanimous  approval  of  the  members  o'f 
the  Senate.   It  is  a  majority  report  rather  than  one  upon  which 
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all  members  of  the  Senate  are  agreed.   Perhaps  we  should  also  have 
a  minority  report- 

"Last  spring  the  Faculty  Senate  was  asked  to  look  into  the 
matter  of  summer  school  leaves.   Their  purpose  was  not  to  violate 
previous  contracts  entered  into  by  the  administration,  but  to  set 
up  a  general  policy,  pursuant  to  the  President's  suggestion. 

"Accordingly,  after  considerable  deliberation  by  both  the 
retiring  Senate  and  the  incoming  one,  the  following  rule  was 
agreed  upon: 

"No  faculty  member  shall  teach  more  than  four  consecutive 
summers  from  the  instigation  of  this  plan,  which  shall  be  Sep- 
tember. 1,  1941.   Persons  who  have  not  had  a  summer  school  leave 
within  four  years  previous  to  this  date  are  automatically  affected 
by  this  ruling. 

"The  following  specific  interpretations  were  agreed  upon: 

"No  member  shall  teach  for  more  than  four  consecutive  summer 
terras,  unless  he  has  had  a  nine  months'  leave  of  absence  in  v/hich 
case  he  may  teach  for  six  consecutive  summers  before  taking  his 
first  summer  off.   In  the  case  of  a  fraction  of  a  year's  leave  of 
absence,  the  time  the  faculty  member  was  away  shall  be  taken  in- 
to account  in  computing  his  summer  leaves. 

If  the  matter  can  be  satisfactorily  arranged  within  the  de- 
partment x^rith  the  other  persons  involved,  a  member  may  be  on  leave 
out  of  regular  rotation,  provided  he  takes  off  an  equivalent  amount 
of  time  at  a  later  date. 

"The  order  in  which  the  summer  leaves  shall  be  arranged  shall 
be  in  the  ratio  of  total  teaching  (summers  included)  over  the  total 
leaves  of  absence  (regular  year  and  summer).   The  mem.ber  with  the 
largest  ratio  shall  be  the  first  to  take  a  summer  leave,  the  second 
largest  ratio,  the  second,  and  so  on.   These  terms  shall  apply  to 
all  regular  faculty  members.   Whenever  a  faculty  member  has  been 
deprived  of  the  opportunity  to  teach  because  of  the  rotation,  no- 
body shall  be  brought  in  to  replace  him. 

"When  it  can  be  demonstrated  that  course  offerings  are  being 
curtailed  because  of  this  rotation,  faculty  members  may,  if  neces- 
sary, be  shifted  to  a  department  other  than  their  own. 

'I^o  faculty  member  shall  be  asked  to  take  a  leave  of  absence 
the  last  two  summers  before  retirement. 

"No  faculty  member  shall  be  asked  to  take  a  leave  of  absence 
until  he  has  taught  four  summers  (not  necessarily  consecutive  ones) 
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"It  is  suggested  that  a  committee  or  other  responsible  body 
be  named  to  act  as  a  Board  of  Appeal,  to  which  any  faculty  member 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  presenting  his  case  involving  any  of 
the  above  rulings."

As  usual,  we  should  like  for  members  of  the  faculty  to  extend 
to  our  colleagues  who  manage  the  public  schools  of  Southern  Illinois 
a  most  cordial  welcome  to  the  campus.  Members  of  the  Professional 
Studies  Division  should  participate  in  the  meetings  as  much  as 
txheir  teaching  schedules  will  permit. 
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Urgent  Request  of  All  Faculty  Members 

Tentative  term  grades  are  due  Friday.   In  order  that  the

However,  it  is  highly  important  that  we  receive  these  esti--  ..  ■ , 
mates.  We  do  not  want  students  who  fail  the  first  term  to  be  able 
to  say  that  they  had  no  idea  their  work  was  unsatisfactory  until 
their  final  grade  was  received. 

The  success--  of  our  Advisory  Program  depends  upon  full  cooper- 
ation in  this  matter  by  all  members  of  the  faculty. 


h.   Variety  of  Recognitions  for  Southern 

The  Carbondale  Cooperative  Concert  Association,  which  was 
organized  six  years  ago  through  Mr.  Faner's  initiative,  has  de- 
veloped to  a  point  where  it  has  two  unique  distinctions.  An  ar- 
ticle in  the  September  number  of  Musical  America  points  to  our 
Concert  Association  as  the  largest  organization  of  its  kind  in  the 
United  States,  with  the  lowest  membership  fee. 

Here  is  one  of  the  finest  examples  of  cooperation  between  the 
College  and  the  whole  region  which  it  serves  to  make  Carbondale  a 
real  cultural  center  for  the  region. 

The  photographs  of  Mr.  Bill  Horrell,  campus  photographer, 
have  received  widespread  publicity  within  the  last  few  weeks. 
Pictures  of  the  historical  dioramas  which  are  on  display  on  the 
first  floor  of  the  Main  Building  were  printed  in  the  Baltimore 
Sun,  the  Sunday  supplement  of  the  Indianapolis  Star,  and  in  a 
Wheeling,  West  Virginia  paper.  Photographs  of  Mr.  Fred  Meyer^' 
wood  carvings  were  printed  in  The  Chicago  Daily  News.  The  St.  Louis 
Post-Dispatch,  and  News  Week  Magazine  for  June  23,  1941.   The  In- 
dustrial Arts  and  Vocational  Education  Magazine  published  pictures 
that  he  took  to  illustrate  the  Soap-box  derby.  A  series  on  the 
Southern  Kfilgiits  is  expected  to  appear  soon  in  Pic. 
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Mr:.  Bosley's  article  on  "Improving  Public-School  Reading" 
which  appeared  in  the  April  issue  of  Illinois  Education  was  quoted 
in  the  September  Junior  Briefs  for  the  Teaching  of  Remedial  Reading, 
a  publication  of  Scott,  Foresman  and  Company. 

Miss  Gladys  Babcock  of  the  Household  Arts  Department  has  re- 
ceived a  request  from  Mrs,  Fern  Silver,  Head  of  the  Household  Arts 
Department  at  the  University  of  New  Mexico,  for  the  pictures  which 
illustrated  Miss  Babcock' s  article  which  appeared  in  the  Forecast 
Magazine  last  December,  Mrs,  Silver  -wishes  to  use  these  pictures 
to  illustrate  her  forthcoming  senior  high  school  home  economics 
textbook, 

Mr,  Edx^^ard  C.  McDonagh  of  the  Sociology  Department  has  re- 
viewed a  number  of  books  for  professional  journals  during  the  last 
year.  Among  them  were  three  reviews  in  Sociology  and  Social  Re- 
search as  follows t   Volume  XXVI,  September-October,  1941,  pp.  74-

The  weekly  article  from  Southern  appeared  this  week  in  the 
National  Parent  Teacher  in  the  form  of  an  editorial  entitled 
"Improving  the  Rural  Schools". 


Report  on  Status  of  the  Training  School  Building 

As  yet  we  have  no  encouraging  nexvs  on  the  Training  School 
Building,  When  the  contractors  bids  were  opened  on  September  18, 
the  lowest  bids  on  the  various  divisions  of  the  work  toraled 
1804,824  without  equipment  whereas  there  is  available  $574,000 
out  of  which  it  was  expected  that  we  would  equip  the  builaing. 

We  immediately  made  application  for  a  federal  grant  from  the 
funds  that  had  been  appropriated  to  increase  public  facilities  in 
defense  areas.   For  the  past  ten  days  we  have  been  working  strenu- 
ously in  presenting  the  case  for  this  grant. 

The  last  report  that  we  have  on  it,  given  by  the  Director  of 
the  Chicago  Area,  is  not  very  encouraging.   Our  project  is  not 
viewed  as  one  which  is  urgently  necessary  to  the  National  Defense, 
and,  therefore,  has  been  put  tentatively  into  a  deferred  classi- 
fication. We  shall  continue  to  work  hard  to  secure  a  better  status 
for  it. 

In  the  meantime  it  is  likely  that  we  shall  have  to  give  up 
the  idea  of  building  the  whole  Training  School  unit  at  this  time; 
and  build  only  such  part  of  it  as  we  can  pay  for. 

We  shall  keep  on  trying  in  spite  of  repeated  discouragement. 
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Newsletter  of  the  Commission  on  Teacher  Education 

The  Commission  on  Teacher  Education  publishes  a  monthly 
bulletin  which  carries  news  of  the  activities  of  the  various  co- 
operating Institutions  In  the  five  year  experiment  and  also, 
abstracts  of  addresses  given  at  Commission  conferences  and  re- 
views of  Commission  publications. 

The  following  paragraph  is  from  a  recent  letter  received  from 
Miss  Helen  E,  Davis,  Associate  In  Charge  of  the  Commission  on 
Teacher  Education's  Clearing  House  service: 

"I  should  also  like  to  seize  this  opportunity  in  behalf  of 
our  monthly  Newsletter.   I  have  been  a  bit  disturbed  this  summer 
to  find  that  many  people  are  under  the  impression  that  the  News- 
letter is  'only  for  the  elite';  nothing  could  be  further  from 
the  truth.  We  are  glad  to  put  anybody  on  our  mailing  list  who 
is  sufficiently  Interested  and  thinks  he  can  use  our  regular 
materials.  We  would  welcome  classroom  teachers  and  would  appreci- 
ate your  help  in  letting  them  know  this.  The  Newsletter  is  issued 
ten  months  a  year,  from  October  to  July,  and  is  free  of  charge." 

Faculty  members  who  would  like  to  receive  the  Newsletter  each 
month  free  of  charge  should  get  in  touch  with  Mr.  Hal  Hall. 


Admission  Tax  Changes  Under  the  Revenue  Act  of  1941 

Effective  October  1,  1941,  there  are  a  number  of  changes  ef- 
fected by  the  new  federal  Revenue  Act  of  1941  which  will  concern 
all  organizations  on  the  campus  charging  admission  to  any  activity, 
educational  or  social.  Under  the  present  law  all  charges  for  ad- 
mission are  subject  to  tax  at  the  rate  of  1^  on  each  10^  or  fraction 
thereof  of  the  price  charged  for  admission,  except  in  the  C8tse  of 
children  under  12  years  of  age  which  charge  is  less  than  10$2^'. 

Under  the  present  law  all  exemption  provisions  applying  in  the 
past  have  been  repealed,  and  as  a  result  schools  and  all  others  who 
are  granted  exemption  in  the  past  must  now  collect  and  remit  the 
tax  at  the  rate  shown  in  the  above  paragraph. 

It  is  suggested  that  arrangements  be  made  in  advance  with  the 
Business  Office  for  all  ticket  sales  on  the  campus,  which  would  in- 
clude social  events,  lectures,  entertainments,  dances  or  any  other 
event  to  which  charges  for  admission  are  made. 
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What  Sort  of  Person  Should  a  Teacher  Be? 

The  following  statement  is  taken  from  a  bulletin  issued 
by  the  Illinois  Education  Association  under  the  caption 
"Minimum  Certificating  Requirements", 

"We  recognize  that  many  things  other  than  ^semester  hours' 
are  important  in  the  work  of  teaching.   In  fact,  there  are  so 
many  very  important  factors  in  making  a  good  teacher  that  a 
long  period  of  high-quality  training  seems  mandatory.   Certainly, 
the  standards  set  by  the  leading  states  are  not  excessive  at 
this  time« 

"For  the  sake  of  our  children  and  of  our  Democracy  we 
need  as  a  teacher  one  who  is  — 

A  person  of  truly  liberal  education; 

A  citizen  alert  and  intelligent  about  our  times  and  our 

community,  state,  and  national  problems; 
A  professionally  trained  person  who  knows  the  aims,  goals, 

and  philosophies  of  education; 
A  person  who  knows,  appreciates,  and  understands  children; 
A  worker  skilled  in  the  practice  and  art  of  teaching; 
A  worker  especially  trained  in  the  field  of  teaching 

attempted;  and 
A  person  of  desirable  character  and  personality  factors. 

"To  obtain  a  satisfactory  minimum  standard  for  entering 
a  work  so  Important  as  teaching,  requires  obviously  a  period 
of  training  much  longer  than  the  bare  minimum  that  has  hereto- 
fore prevailed  in  Illinois  and  several  other  states, "

County  Student  Lists  Are  Ready 

Faculty  county  representatives  may  secure  a  list  of  students 
in  their  county  by  calling  at  the  Registrar's  Office  before  noon 
on  Tuesday. 


Speech  Requirements 

The  Curriculum  Committee  has  asked  that  the  following  materi- 
al on  English  usage  be  reprinted  from  the  Faculty  Bulletin  for 
May  19,  1941.   Since  adding  Miss  Thomas  to  the  speech  staff  of 
the  English  Department,  it  is  possible  that  we  will  be  able  to 
carry  this  program  through.   Steps  are  being  taken  novj  to  put  it 
into  effect. 

Resolution  by  the  English  Department 

The  following  resolution  was  presented  to  the  Curriculum 
Committee  by  the  English  Department: 

"Whereas  the  correct  and  effective  use  of  language  is  es- 
sential to  the  educated  person  and  especially  to  the  teacher; 
Whereas  the  sophomore  tests  have  shown  the  level  of  grammatical 
usage  in  this  area  to  be  very  low; 

Whereas  our  students  are  seldom  penalized  for  unacceptable  usage 
outside  the  English  classes,  the  result  being  that  the  habits 
fostered  in  the  English  Department  do  not  carry  over  into  other 
work; 

The  English  Department  seeks  the  support  of  the  Curriculum  Com- 
mittee in  requesting  the  help  of  the  faculty  as  a  whole  in  an  ef- 
fort to  lift  the  general  level  of  expression. 

"The  English  Department  makes  the  following  specific  sug- 
gestions: 

-22- 


I.  That  in  estimating  the  performance  of  a  student,  the 
instructor  take  into  account  the  presentation  of  the 
subject ; 

II.   That  comment  be  made  on  the  presentation  of  a  piece  of 
work  when  it  is  not  satisfactory; 

A.  It  is  recommended  that  five  items  be  especially  ob- 
served: 

1.  Organization  of  material  (O); 

2.  Unintelligible  wording  (U) ; 

3.  Failure  to  recognize  the  sentence  as  a  unit: 

The  fragment  (F);  the  run-together  sentences  (R) ; 

4.  Flagrant  offenses  in  the  matter  of  grammatical 
usage  (for  instance,  disagreement  of  subject 
and  verb  or  the  misuse  of  verb  forms — have  went , 
etc.)  (Gt.); 

5.  Spelling  (So.) 

B,  If  the  instructor  feels  that  comment  on  specific 
errors  is  too  great  a  burden,  he  will  write  at  least 
a  general  comment  on  the  paper  (O. ,  F. ,  R. ,  Gr . ,  or 
Sp.); 

III.   That  instructors  be  asked  to  report  extreme  cases  to  the 
English  Department  for  investigation; 

IV.   That  this  suggestion,  if  feasible,  be  put  into  operation 
at  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  Term,  1941." 

This  recommendation  was  duly  adopted  by  the  Curriculum  Com- 
mittee.  Some  further  comment  on  the  matter  may  be  found  in  the 
May  19  number  of  the  Bulletin  referred  to  above. 

The  condition  on  which  the  resolution  and  the  action  of  the 
Curriculum  Committee  focus  attention  is  certainly  a  serious  one, 
and  the  suggestion  which  is  made  in  the  resolution  that  all  de- 
partments give  more  attention  to  the  importance  of  good  English 
is  one  that  certainly  ought  to  be  followed.   Faculty  members  will 
please  cooperate. 


An  Opportunity  for  Extension  Teachers 

The  county  meetings  evidently  got  away  to  a  very  fine  start 
this  year  and  will  do  a  better  Job  than  ever  before  in  promoting 
the  interests  of  the  College. 

But  in  order  to  maintain  the  enrollment  during  the  defense 
crisis  and  in  order  to  keep  the  college  in  its  place  during  all 
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of  the  hysteria  which  the  War  creates,  we  will  need  to  make  use 
of  every  opportunity  we  have  to  help  the  College. 

One  excellent  point  of  contact  which  we  can  utilize  without 
any  added  travel  expense  can  be  managed  through  the  extension 
classes  which  we  are  operating  throughout  the  area.   At  sometime 
during  the  period  of  his  teaching  in  the  community;,  preferably 
quite  early,  each  extension  teacher  ought  to  take  sometime  to 
make  some  good  will  visits  in  the  communities  in  the  immediate 
vicinity  of  his  classes.   Courtesy  calls  should  always  be  made 
on  the  school  administrators  of  the  tov/n  or  towns,  especially 
the  city  superintendents,  the  county  superintendents,  and  the 
high  school  principals. 

If  it  can  be  done  without  straining  the  situation  too  much, 
calls  should  also  be  made  on  prominent  alumni  living  in  the  com- 
munity. 

The  extension  service  of  the  College  also  offers  a  very  great 
opportunity  to  the  College  in  that  it  is  bringing  us  in  contact 
with  teachers  who  have  been  out  of  school  for  a  long  time  and 
many  of  whom  have  probably  fallen  ihto  ruts  and  are  no  longer 
doing  their  best  work.   The  new  certificating  law  is  forcing  them 
to  go  out  and  secure  some  additional  credits.  The  question  of 
whether  or  not  the  spirit  as  well  as  the  letter  of  the  new  law 
will  be  observed  in  each  case  will  depend  quite  largely  on  the 
quality  of  work  we  do  in  these  extension  classes. 

The  College  should  do  its  part  to  stimulate  and  re-awaken  the 
teachers  whom  the  law  has  required  to  return  to  school.   In  plan- 
ning our  extension  courses  we  should  not  be  satisfied  simply  to 
teach  courses  transplanted  from  the  campus  exactly  as  we   would 
teach  them  to  undergraduates.   We  should  deliberately  plan  these 
courses  to  do  as  much  as  we  possibly  can  do,  within  the  scope  of 
the  subject,  to  improve  the  schools  of  Southern  Illinois  by  im- 
proving the  teachers  through  our  extension  service. 


College  Regulation  Regarding  Exterior  and 
Interior  Door  Keys 

Responsibility  for  the  issuance  and  safekeeping  of  keys  to 
college  buildings  has  been  assigned  to  Mr,  Nelson,  Superintendent 
of  Buildings. 

Members  of  the  faculty  and  employees  who  need  additional  keys 
or  old  keys  replaced  should  obtain  them  through  Mr.  Nelson.   Since 
Mr,  Nelson  is  required  to  maintain  a  record  of  all  keys  issued,  the 
College  requests  that  members  of  the  faculty  and  employees  cooper- 
ate by  submitting  all  orders  for  keys  to  him.

The  Bureau  of  Child  G-uidance  and  the  Chicago  Institute 
for  Juvenile  Research  conduct  a  three  day  clinic  on  the  college 
campus,  October  22,  25,  24.   The  Chicago  staff  consists  of  Dr. 
Adelaide  Johnson,  psychiatrist;  Mrs.  -Augusta  Jameson,  psycholo- 
gist; and  Miss  Mary  Alice  Kendrick,  psychiatric  social  worker. 

The  Bureau  is  expanding  its  program  with  respect  to  teacher 
training.   It  shall  always  feel  a  responsibility  to  study  in- 
dividual children,  but  this  is  also  becoming  more  closely 
attached  to  the  teacher-education  program. 

The  plans  for  this  clinic  offer  various  opportunities 
for  child  study,  to  supervisors  of  the  training  school,  to 
student  teachers,  to  other  college  students,  and  to  faculty 
members  who  may  be  interested.

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It  is  understood  that  the  College  Athletic  Fund  is  to 
receive  all  of  the  money  collected  at  the  gate  for  all  ath- 
letic games  including  the  Homecoming  game. 

The  Egyptian  is  to  receive  the  advertising  revenue  it 
collects  in  addition  to  the  money  allocated.  The  Entertain- 
ment Fund  is  to  receive  all  cash  gate  receipts. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  the  status  of  the  Little 
Theatre.  The  Little  Theatre  is  to  receive  all  receipts  for 
the  Homecoming  Play  plus  the  money  which  is  appropriated  from 
the  Student  Activity  Fund.   However,  if  the  Homecoming  Play 
receipts  plus  the  fifty  dollars  do  not  amount  to  a  total  of 
five  hundred  dollars,  an  additional  amount  is  to  be  drawn  from 
the  Contingent  Fund  to  bring  the  total  budget  for  the  Little 
Theatre  up  to  five  hundred  dollars. 


A  Summary  of  Tax  Rulings 

Mr.  Miles  asks  that  the  following  announcement  be  made  to  the 
Faculty  and  to  the  Faculty  Sponsors  of  student  activities  and 
student  organization  funds: 

The  Revenue  Act  of  1941  contains  various  provisions  effect- 
ing the  college.   Some  of  the  provisions  permit  the  college  to 
obtain  exemption  upon  filing  exemption  certificates  while  other 
provisions  either  prohibit  or  restrict  exemptions. 

The  college  must  obtain  exemptions  where  it  is  legally 
entitled  to  do  so.  Although  there  are  excise  taxes  on  facili- 
ties, the  services  rendered  the  state  by  telephone,  telegraph, 
and  transportation  companies  are  exempt.   Faculty  members  who 
travel  at  the  expense  of  the  state  may  be  required  to  furnish 
exemption  certificates  stating  that  the  service  is  for  the 
college.   The  excise  tax  on  telephone  and  telegraph  services 
ranges  from  6%   to  10^  of  the  total  charges.   The  new  tax  rate 
on  the  transportation  of  persons  is  5%   of  the  transportation 
charge.   Copies  of  exemption  certificates  may  be  obtained  in 
the  Business  Office. 

The  faculty  sponsors  of  any  student  activity  or  student 
organization  fund,  the  accounts  of  which  are  maintained  in 
the  Business  Office,  will  be  interested  in  the  provision  per- 
taining to  Admission  Taxes.   The  law  reads  in  part  as  follows: 

Local  units  of  government  will  be  obliged  to 
collect  the  Federal  admission  taxes  on  and 
after  October  1,  1941,  wherever  admission  is 
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charged  to  any  auditorium,,  school  enter- 
tainment, recreational  facility,  or  other 
place  operated  by  the  municipality.   The 
new  rate  is  \i   for  each  \0<fj   or  fraction 
thereof  of  the  admission  price. 

No  tax  applies  on  admissions  of  the  following 
persons: 

Bona  fide  employees  of  the  faculty  itself 
Children  under  12  if  admission  is  LESS  than  10^ 
Bona  fide  municipal  officers  on  official  business 
U  niformed  members  of  U.S.  Military  or  Naval  forces 
Uniformed  members  of  the  C€C 

Under  the  present  law,  exemption  provisions  applying  in 
the  past  have  been  repealed  and  as  a  result  schools,  churches, 
veteran  organizations  and  all  others  who  were  granted  exemption 
in  the  past  must  now  collect  and  remit  the  tax  at  the  rate  pro- 
vided in  the  law. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  the  college  to  collect  and  remit 
the  tax  on  admissions  to  athletic  contests,  entertainments, 
parties,  etc.   However,  there  will  be  no  tax  on  activity  tickets 
for  the  fall  term  when  presented  for  admission  to  any  entertain- 
ment or  party  other  than  athletic  contests.  The  activity  tickets, 
when  used  for  admission  to  contests  other  than  athletic  contests, 
are  non-taxable  this  term  because  the  activity  fees  were  paid 
prior  to  October  1,  1941,  the  date  the  act  became  effective. 
The  tax  on  admissions  to  athletic  contests,  however,  is  charge- 
able under  the  preceding  law.  Activity  tickets  for  the  winter 
and  following  terms  will  be  taxable  when  used  as  an  admission 
ticket  to  any  event  which  the  college  charges  an  admission 
price. 

Since  the  college  is  the  authorized  registrant  for  the 
collection  and  remittance  of  these  taxes,  the  Business  Office 
is  required  to  maintain  certain  records  and  prepare  consoli- 
dated tax  returns.   It  will,  therefore,  be  necessary  that  all 
organizations  which  create  a  liability  for  tax  on  admissions, 
make  arrangements  with  the  Business  Office  for  the  preparation 
of  tickets  several  days  in  advance  of  contests,  entertainments, 
parties,  etc.   Settlement  with  the  Business  Office  should  be 
made  immediately  upon  termination  of  the  contest  or  entertain- 
ment in  order  that  proper  tax  reports  may  be  filed.

Contributions  for  Southern  Illinois  Incorporated 

Southern  Illinois  Incorporated,  as  you  know,  is  an 
over-all  civic  organization  for  promoting  the  welfare  of 
Southern  Illinois.   It  has  an  ambitious  program  for  the 
general  economic  and  social  betterment  in  the  region,  one 
of  the  most  important  objectives  of  which  is  the  conversion 
of  this  College  to  a  liberal  arts  college.   It  was  organized 
about  two  years  ago,  and  already  has  to  its  credit  the  lo- 
cation of  the  defense  plant  in  Southern  Illinois. 

The  organization  has  a  budget  of  $3,000  a  year,  no 
part  of  which  is  used  to  pay  anyone  a  salary.   This  money 
is  secured  by  asking  contributions  from  the  various  cities 
in  the  area.   Carbondale's  requested  con-tribution  is  $300, 
which  has  to  be  contributed  by  the  businessmen  and  profession^ 
al  people  in  the  community.  Mr.  Brubaker,  the  secretary  of 
the  Business  Mens'  Association,  has  asked  the  College  to 
help  raise  Carbondale's  quota. 

In  the  Council  of  Administration  meeting  yesterday, 
it  was  decided  to  take  this  method  of  asking  members  of  the 
faculty  for  some  contribution  to  the  fund. 

Mr.  Brubaker  suggested  that  the  College  raise  $75.00, 
It  seems  to  me  that,  in  view  of  the  services  that  the  organ- 
ization promises  to  give  to  us,  we  ought  to  do  better  than 
that;  and  I  should  like  to  see  us  raise  at  least  $100.00. 
If  a  very  large  prooortion  of  the  faculty  do  their  part, 
it  will  not  be  necessary  for  anyone  to  give  more  than  a 
dollar.   Contributions  should  be  ma.de  at  the  Business 
Office  before  the  close  of  the  week.   I  am  willing  to  start 
the  fund  with  a  contribution  of  $10.00.

Unfortunately,  in  publishing  the 
article,  personal  credit  was  not  given  to  Mr.  Bracewell  for  author- 
ship. 

Last  week's  issue  of  School  and  Society  contains  a  short 
editorial  type  article  which  emanated  from  this  Office. 

In  addition  to  these,  we  have  a  publication  by  a  former  stu- 
dent. Miss  Lois  E.  Hargis,  a  graduate  of  the  Class  of  1941,  and 
a  major  in  the  History  Department,  has  an  article  entitled, 
"Milling  in  Randolph  County,  1865-1941"  in  the  October  issue  of 
Illinois  Journal  of  Commerce  >  This,  I  assume,  originated  as  a 
term  project  in  the  Department. 


The  Faculty  Book  Club  Begins  Another  Year 

During  the  past  week  the  books  of  the  Faculty  Book  Club  have 
been  distributed  to  the  various  members  of  the  Club.  As  has  been 
said  before,  this  is  perhaps  the  most  significant  single  enter- 
prise which  we  have  going  for  the  continued  education  and  stimu- 
lation of  the  faculty.

This  tendency,  however,  is  one  that  we  ought  to  try  deliber- 
ately to  resist.   What  we  really  ought  to  do  is  try  each  year 
to  read  some  books  that  lie  completely  outside  of  the  line  of  our 
accustomed  interests. 


Report  on  Summer  Mathematics  Meetings 

Mr.  i^ayor  of  the  Mathematics  Department  turned  in  the  followinp^ 
brief  report  on  his  attendance  at  some  summer  conferences.  We 
shall  appreciate  other  similar  reports  at  all  times  to  be  included 
in  the  Bulletin.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  we  probably  should  expect 
some  brief  report  for  the  faculty  in  all  cases  where  a  faculty 
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member  [^oes  as  an  official  representative  of  the  College.  Mr. 
Mayor's  report  follows^ 

"Tile  annual  summer  meetings  of  the  American  Mathematical 
Society  and  the  Mathematical  Association  of  America  were  held 
at  the  University  of  Chicago  the  first  week  of  September,  in  con- 
nection with  the  observance  of  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the 
founding  of  the  University.   The  Institute  of  Mathematical 
Statistics  and  the  Econometric  Society  held  their  meetings  during 
the  same  period.   The  leadership  in  research  in  mathematics  that 
has  been  provied  by  the  Department  of  Mathematics  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Chicago  received  much  recognition. 

"The  program  included  four  general  lectures,  given  under  the 
composite  title  "Trends  in  Research".   One  of  these,  "Abstract 
Spaces,"  delivered  by  Prof.  M.  H.  Stone  of  Harvard,  son  of  the 
Chief  Justice,  included  a  discussion  of  the  Professor's  view- 
point on  the  nature  of  mathematics  and  also  something  of  his  own 
social  viewpoint.   Prof.  Stone  is  head  of  the  sub-committee  on 
Education  for  Research  of  the  War  Preparedness  Committee  of  the 
Society.   Two  special  conferences,  each  consisting  of  seven  ad- 
dresses followed  by  organized  discussion,  were  included  in  the 
program  along  with  several  sessions  devoted  to  the  usua.l  short 
paper. "

"Homecoming  is  a  shift  key  which  enables  one   to  write  COLLEG-E 
LIFE  boldly  in  upper  case. 

"Homecoming  is  an  absurd  and  delightful  splotch  of  technicolor 
amidst  a  dozen  reels  of  black  and  white. 

"Homecoming  is  a  dangling  modifier  which  every  literate  person 
must  somehow  relate  to  the  main  predication. 

"Homecoming  is  an  irreverent  ritual  joyously  celebrating  a 
communion  of  unacknowledged  ideals. 

"Homecoming  is  an  integration  of  neuro-muscular  activities, 
psycho-physical  coordinations,  socio-linguistic  manifestations, 
affective  readjustments,  and  recreational  procedures. 

"Homecoming  is  an  arpeggio  of  grace  notes  embellishing  the 
strict  melodic  line.

Another  Southern  Book 

Mr*  Thomas  F.  Barton's  geography  book  for  fifth  grade  students, 
Living  in  Illinois .  was  published  this  week  by  the  Rand-McNally 
Publishing  Company.   This  book  was  written  to  accompany  one  of  the 
most  widely  used  series  of  elementary  school  geographies,  the 
KcConnell  series,  but  may  be  used  elsewhere  as  well. 

Mr,  Barton's  book  is  written  on  the  principle  that  the  stu- 
dent should,  begin  his  study  of  geography  by  studying  his  f8.miliar 
surroundings.   In  other  words,  it  attempts  to  bring  geography 
down  to  earth  and  home  to  the  communities  in  which  the  children 
live.   It  is  an  attractive  book,  illustrated  v/ith  original  photo- 
graphs and  maps.   It  should  bring  great  credit  and  recognition 
both  to  Mr.  Barton  and  to  the  College. 


A  Statement  by  the  Committee  on 
Administrative  Organization 

At  the  Faculty  Meeting  this  evening  we  shall  devote  fifteen 
minutes  to  a  discussion  of  the  work  of  the  Committee  on  the  Ad- 
ministrative Organization  of  the  College.   The  Committee  is  not 
yet  ready  to  submit  a  final  report.   The  material  which  has  been 
submitted  will  be  worked  over,  amended,  and  perhaps  reorganized; 
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and  it  is,  therefore,  too  early  to  take  a  final  faculty  vote  on 
the  work  of  the  Committee. 

Some  additional  items  which  are  to  be  added  to  the  mimeo- 
graphed material  which  was  distributed  to  the  faculty  some  weeks 
ago  are  being  distributed  with  this  bulletin.  Attention  is  es- 
pecially directed  to  the  section  on  ratification  and  amendment. 

Constructive  criticism  is  still  desired. 

The  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  Mr.  Lentz,  has  prepared  the 
following  statement  of  the  policy  which  the  Committee  has  triad 
to  keep  in  mind  in  preparing  the  proposed  statutes  for  Southern 
Illinois  Normal  University. 

"The  committee  which  has  been  assigned  the  task  of  defining 
the  administrative  organization  of  the  college  has  been  improperly 
called  the  Reorganization  Committee.   It  has  not  been  so  much  con- 
cerned with  the  introduction  of  innovations  as  with  the  attempt  to 
tie  together  as  an  effectively  functioning  organic  unity  the  ad- 
ministrative system  already  estaj^lished  under  the  presidency  of 
Mr.  Pulliam.   To  describe  and  to  define  our  current  usage,  to 
differentiate  between  legislative  and  administrative  function,  to 
assign  specific  responsibility  wherever  authority  is  legitimately 
exercised,  to  unify  the  whole  complex  system  on  a  cooperative 
basis  —  all  these  aims  are  conducive  to  a  better  understanding 
and  to  a  more  effective  operation  of  the  college. 

"The  committee  distinctly  disclaims  any  wholesale  attempt  to 
revolutionize  or  to  abolish  existing  agencies.  Many  innovations 
and  perhaps  radical  changes  may  have  large  faculty  sanction;  if 
so,  the  amending  process  is  sufficiently  easy  to  permit  of  sub- 
sequent changes.   It  should  be  noted,  however,  that  the  committee 
has  been  largely  governed  by  what  is  likely  to  receive  the  sanction 
of  the  Normal  School  Board  as  well  as  the  sanction  of  a  clear 
majority  of  the  faculty  as  a  whole. 

"The  statute  here  offered  is  a  broad  general  statement  of 
functions  rather  than  a  code  of  rules.   It  is,  we  believe,  suf- 
ficiently definite,  yet  flexible  enough,  to  make  frequent  amend- 
ment unnecessary. 

"Our  college  administration  is  unique  in  the  extent  to  which 
it  has  been  decentralized  and  democratized.   To  make  this  democracy 
workable  it  is  imperative  that  this  statute,  or  some  similar  in- 
strument of  government,  be  devised.   It  is  only  in  the  completely 
autocratic  form  of  administration  that  a  constitution  is  needless 
and  useless. " 


Yale  University  Press  Offer  on  Purchase  of  Books 

Wheeler  Library  has  an  offer  of  financial  assistance  in  buying 
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up  to  $900  worth  of  books  published  by  Yale  University  Press.   The 
donor  will  grant  fifty  per  oent  of  tlie  cost  of  books  selected 
from  a  specified  list.   That  is  to  say,  we  can  acquire  a  maxi- 
mum of  $900  worth  of  books  for  an  outlay  of  $450  by  the  college. 

The  Library  staff  would  like  faculty  assistance  in  selecting 
the  books  to  be  purchased.   The  list  of  books  will  be  at  the  main 
loan  desk  this  week,  and  we  should  like  to  have  faculty  departments 
make  some  arrangement  for  checking  the  books  they  would  like  to 
use.  Please  do  this  before  Friday  of  this  week. 

Most  of  the  books  fall  in  the  social  sciences;  other  fields 
are  represented,  however.

Additional  Sections  for  the  Proposed  Statutes 
of  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University- 
Submitted  for  Faculty  Consideration 
by  the  Committee  on  Administrative  Organization 

Long  Term  Planning  Committee 

The  Long  Term  Planning  Committee  serves  as  the  planning 
council  for  tiie  future  development  of  the  college.   This  com- 
mittee has  the  responsibility  for  preparing  long-range  plans  and 
recommending  them  to  the  Board  for  adoption.  All  matters  per- 
taining to  the  expansion  of  the  physical  facilities  of  the  college 
such  as  the  location  and  erection  of  new  buildings,  the  acquisi- 
tion of  new  lands  and  their  development  for  college  use,  the  re- 
allocation of  space  among  the  departments  on   the  campus,  are  re- 
ferred first  to  the  Long  Term  Planning  Comm.ittee,  xi^hich  considers 
them  in  relation  to  the  long-ra.nge  futur  e  development  of  the  whole 
college  and  makes  recommendations  to  the  college  administration, 
and  through  it  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  college  and  the 
Legislature  of  the  State  of  Illinois.   It  also  has  the  responsi- 
bility for  considering  the  expansion  of  the  services  of  the  college 
into  new  areas  of  education,  recomm.ending  in  a  general  way  the 
order  in  which  new  major  projects  are  to  be  undertaken. 

The  personnel  of  the  committee  shall  consist  of  the  members 
of  the  Normal  School  Board  who  are  on  the  Advisory  Committee  for 
the  college,  the  president  and  the  business  manager  of  the  college, 
the  superintendent  of  grounds,  the  faculty  member  in  charge  of 
landscaping  and  planting  on  the  campus,  at  least  eight  other  mem- 
bers of  the  faculty  chosen  at  large,  and  at  least  two  students 
nominated  by  the  Student  Council.   Faculty  members  whose  tenure 
is  not  ex-officio  serve  for  terms  of  five  years  each.   Faculty 
appointments  to  vacancies  on  the  Long  Term  Planning  Committee  shall 
be  made  oy   the  president  on  nomination  by  the  Faculty  Senate* 

The  Budget  Committee 

The  Budget  Comjnittee  shall  be  appointed  by  the  president  on 
recommendation  of  the  Faculty  Senate.   It  shall  consist  of  one 
representative  from  each  of  the  following  groups  of  organization 
units:   (l)  administrative  offices,  (2)  libraries,  (3)  physical 
plant  departments,  (4)  auxiliary''  enterprises,  (5)  extension  service, 
(6)  the  student  council,  and  two  members  from  the  instructional 
departments  as  a  unit,  one  of  whom  shall  represent  the  training 
school. 

The  Budget  Committee  shall  be  responsible  for  formula  ting, 
preparing,  and  submitting  recommendations  to  the  Council  of  Ad- 
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ministration  regarding:   (l)  the  biennial  request  of  the  college 
for  state  appropriations,  and  (2)  the  annual  internal  budget  of 
the  college, 

A,   The  Biennial  Request  for  State  Appropriations 

The  Budget  Committee  shall: 

1.  Prepare  and  submit  to  the  Council  of  Administration  for 
consideration  and  approval  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  July  of 
the  second  year  of  each  biennium  a  request  for  state  appropriations 
for  the  ensuing  biennium. 

2.  Collect  and  assemble  statistical  data  regarding  enrollment^ 
teaching  loads,  income  and  expenditures,  library  facilities,  ad- 
ministrative and  physical  plant  needs,  and  the  needs  for  auxiliary 
enterprises  for  this  and  other  colleges. 

3.  Obtain  information  regarding  the  sources  of  income  and 
the  distribution  of  expenditures  of  this  and  other  states. 

4.  Prepare  comparative  statistical  tables  and  furnish  such 
other  information  required,  to  justify  the  biennial  request  for 
state  appropriations. 

5.  Consult  with  the  President  of  the  College,  the  Council  of 
Adm.inistration,  members  of  the  Board,  the  personnel  of  state  de- 
partments, members  of  the  legislature,  the  alumni,  and  other  in- 
terested parties  and  organizations  regarding  the  needs  of  the  col- 
lege, and  the  progress  and  policy  of  legislation  affecting  the 
finances  of  the  college. 
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The  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Budget  Committee  shall 
be  continuous  from  the  time  the  biennial  request  for  state  appro- 
priations is  prepared  until  the  legislative  appropriation  bill  is 
passed  by  the  legislature  and  approved  by  the  Governor. 

B.   The  Annual  Internal  Budget 

The  Budget  Committee  shall: 

1.  Prepare  and  submit  to  the  Council  of  Administration  for 
approval  not  later  than  the  first  day  of  June  of  each  year  a  state- 
ment of  estimated  income  and  proposed  expenditures  for  the  ensuing 
fiscal  year. 

2.  Collect  from  the  various  organization  units  of  the  college 
on  prescribed  forms  the  annual  requests  for  departmental  appro- 
priations. 

3.  Conduct  and  hold,  when  necessary,  general  or  departmental 
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hearings  on  requests  for  appropriations. 

4.  Make  adjustments  in  the  requests  for  appropriations  which 
are  necessary: 

a.  To  balance  estimated  income  and  proposed  expenditures 

b.  To  provide  for  a  well-balanced  effective  educational 
program. 

The  Business  Manager  shall  notify  in  writing  the  various  or- 
ganization units  of  the  college  the  amount  of  departmental  appro- 
priations recommended  by  the  Committee  and  approved  by  the  Council 
of  Administration. 

The  Employment  Committee 

Part  time  employment  as  one  of  the  means  of  student  aid  shall 
be  administered  by  the  Employment  Committee.  An  employment  office, 
staffed  by  student  employees  under  the  direction  of  a  member  of 
the  college  faculty  who  serves  as  executive  secretary  of  the  com- 
mittee, is  maintained  for  the  constant  service  of  students  seeking 
part  time  work.   All  student  applications  for  employment  of  what- 
ever kind,  N.Y.A.,  campus  employment  on  state  payroll,  or  employ- 
ment off  campus,,  are  handled  through  this  office.   Complete  records 
of  applications,  eligibility,  and  assignment  of  work  are  kept;  and, 
in  the  case  of  N.Y.A.  employees  the  payrolls  are  certified  from 
tills  office. 

The  Employment  Committee  is  charged  with  the  responsibility 
of  giving  aid  through  employment  to  deserving  students  according 
to  availability  of  work,  the  need  of  the  student,  and  his  quali- 
fication. The  committee  shall  drop  from  employment  students  who 
fail  to  qualify  either  in  scholarship  or  in  performance  of  duty. 

The  Employment  Committee,  through  its  executive  secretary, 
shall  report  annually  to  the  president  the  progress  of  the  em.ploy- 
ment  service. 

Ratification 

This  administrative  statute  for  Southern  Illinois  Normal  Uni- 
versity and  any  amendment  to  it  hereafter  proposed  shall  become 
effective  when  ratified  by  a  tw^o-thirds  vote  of  the  faculty  and 
approved  by  the  Normal  School  Board.   Faculty  as  here  interpreted 
shall  include  all  members  of  the  teaching  staff  and  administrative 
officers  who  are  actual  or  eligible  to  become  beneficiaries  of  the 
present  retirement  system,  including  members  already  retired. 

Amendment 

The  whole  statute  when  put  into  effect  shall  be  subjected  to 
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a  critical  review  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  of  its  operation, 
and  thereafter  at  least  once  in  tx^ro  years j  by  a  board  of  three 
members  consisting  of  the  president,  one  member  chosen  by  the 
Faculty  Senate,  and  one  member  chosen  by  the  Council  of  Adminis- 
tration,  Such  review  shall  have  for  its  object  to  propose  for 
faculty  ratification  such  changes  or  adjustments  as  may  seem  de- 
sirable in  the  light  of  a  more  efficient  operation  of  the  statute. 

An  amendment  may  be  proposed  at  any  time  by  any  member  of  the 
faculty  on  petition  signed  by  twenty  per  cent  of  the  faculty.   Be- 
fore submission  to  faculty  vote  such  proposed  amendment  shall  be 
reviewed  by  the  Council  of  Administration  which  may  make  its  ov/n 
recommendation  thereon,  but  the  amendment,  with  or  without  the 
Council's  approval,  must  be  submitted  to  vote  of  the  faculty  with- 
in forty-five  days  of  its  presentation  to  the  Council  of  Adminis-

Information  for  Summer  Leaves 

Mrs.  DiG-iovanna  has  been  asked  to  assemble  some  information 
concerning  recent  summer  leaves  of  absence.   This  information  is 
to  be  used  in  determining  a  policy  for  the  summer  faculty  for  the 
coming  summer.  We  would  like  to  have  all  faculty  members  who  were 
employed  in  1930  or  before  report  any  summer  leaves  they  may  have 
had  during  the  period  since  1930.  Mrs.  DiG-iovanna  would  also  like 
to  have  information  now  about  all  members  of  the  faculty  who  are 
planning  to  be  off-campus  during  the  coming  summer  term  in  any 
event. 

The  Council  of  Administration  talked  over  the  problem  of 
summer  leaves  last  week,  and  the  proposed  policy  seems  to  be  the 
following: 

First,  each  department  will  be  asked  to  see  what  can  be  done 
to  bring  the  departmental  staff  within  the  limits  of  the  summer 
term  budget  by  taking  advantage  of  voluntary  leaves  of  absence. 

Second,  if  voluntary  leaves  of  absence  do  not  result  in  a 
sufficient  reduction  in  the  departmental  staff,  the  policy  recom- 
mended by  the  Faculty  Senate  is  to  be  applied  within  the  depart- 
ment, namely,  the  member  of  the  faculty  who  has  been  longest  on 
the  campus  without  leave  will  be  expected  to  take  the  first  leave 
of  absence. 

Reasonable  shifts  between  departments  in  order  to  avoid  the 
necessity  for  summer  leaves  will  be  approved,  provided  both  de- 
partment heads  are  satisfied,  and  provided  the  person  transferred 
can  meet  the  minimum  qualifications  for  teaching  in  the  depart- 
ment to  which  ke   transfers. 
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In  order  to  make  the  policy  applicable  to  small  departments 
where  there  are  three  or  fewer  members,  a  divisional  grouping 
for  the  summer  term  is  suggested.   In  this  way  a  department  v/hich 
has  two  members  would  be  expected  to  curtail  its  offerings  or 
draw  someone  in  from  the  training  schools  once  every  two  or  three 
years  so  that  one  member  of  the  department  may  be  on  leave.   This 
will  be  necessary  in  order  to  keep  the  large  departments  from 
having  to  absorb  the  full  shock  of  summer  reductions  all  the 
time. 


What  High  School  O.uartile  Do  Teachers 
College  Freshman  Come  From? 

A  few  days  ago,  Mr.  Morgan  at  Macomb  sent  out  a  circular 
letter  to  the  other  presidents  showing  the  quartile  rank  of 
students  entering  the  freshman  class  at  Macomb  this  year.   Similar 
tabulations  have  been  made  for  Normal  and  Carbondale,  The  tabu- 
lation below  will  show  the  figures  for  each  of  these  schools. 
It  will  be  noted  that  we  receive  somewhat  more  students  from  the 
lower  half  of  the  freshman  class  than  do  the  other  schools,  but 
that  in  spite  of  this  fact  almost  sixty-nine  per  cent  of  our 
students  come  from  the  upper  half  of  high  school  classes.  The 
figures  for  the  three  teachers  colleges  combined,  as  well  as  for 
the  other  two  when  they  are  received,  will  be  made  up  into  a 
publicity  feature  article  for  the  College,  since  they  constitute 
a  refutation  of  the  charge  that  the  teachers  colleges  generally 
are  not  getting  the  best  students.

Suggestions  from  the  Curriculum 
Committee  for  Summer  Siiort  Courses 

The  following  announcement  is  presented  by  the  Curriculum 
Committee  for  inclusion  in  the  Bulletin: 

The  Curriculum  Committee's  Subcommittee  on  the  Summer  Session 
asks  that  divisions  and  departments  make  a  special  effort  to  pro- 
vide valuable  learning  activities  for  experienced  teachers.   The 
Subcommittee  has  in  mind  teachers  who  do  not  plan  to  complete 
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the  degree  and  teachers  vrho  have  a  bachelor's  or  even  a  master's 
degree,  as  well  as  those  viho   are  working  on   their  3.  Ed.  degree. 
Certainly  the  regular  courses  provide  many  such  activities,  and 
in  some  cases  might  be  made  even  more  useful  v/ith  particular  em- 
phasis in  the  summer  term. 

In  addition  the  Subcommittee  hopes  that  some  departments 
will  find  it  possible  to  offer  special  two-,  four-,  or  six-weeks 
courses,  laboratories,  or  workshops.   It  is  the  recommendation 
of  the  subcommittee  that: 

(1)  Such  courses  be  started  the  first,  third,  or  fifth 
week  of  the  summer  term. 

(2)  Students  who  enroll  for  a  short  course  or  for  partial 
loads  be  charged  the  extension  fee  up  to  four  hours 
credit  and  the  regular  fee  beyond  four  hours  credit; 
this  also  includes  auditors  as  well  as  those  who  are 
working  for  credit. 

(o)  One  hour  college  credit  be  allowed  for  a  minimum  of 
twelve  classroom  hours  in  a  lecture  course  or  twenty- 
four  classroom  hours  in  a  laboratory  or  workshop  course. 

The  Registrar  reports  that  in  general,  if  a  course  takes  full 
time,  credit  should  not  be  allowed  much  in  excess  of  1  1/2  quarter 
hours  a  week. 

It  is  also  suggested  that  some  divisions  or  departments 
may  wish  to  bring  in  outside  lecturers  for  one   or  several  short 
courses,  if  it  seems  likely  that  such  lectures  will  be  self- 
supporting. 

The  subcommittee  is  seeking  the  aid  of  superintendents  and 
principals  in  planning  summer  session  offerings.   As  suggestions 
come  in  they  will  be  turned  over  to  the  departments  concerned. 
A  member  of  the  subcommittee  will  get  in  touch  with  each  depart- 
ment head  this  week  to  further  explain  the  proposals. 

In  determining  teaching  loads  a  department  may  consider  that 
a  teacher  v/ho  offers  one  two-hour  course  in  two  weeks,  would  be 
actually  teaching  12  hours  a  week,  which  is  not  far  below  the 
normal  load  of  15  hours  per  week.   If  he  taught  one   three-hour 
course,  he  would  be  carrying  the  maximum  load,  18  hours.   Hours 
here  refers  to  fifty-minute  periods.   If  a  teacher  offers  one 
tvjo-hour  course  in  two  weeks,  he  would  actually  teach  10  summer 
school  periods  of  lecture  or  recitation  type  per  week.   If  a 
teacher  is  on  one  month,  he  could  offer  tvro  two-hour  courses  or, 
better  perhaps,  one  two-hour  course  and  one  three-hour  course.

The  Department  of  Foreign  Language  last  v/eek  made  two 
significant  contributions  to  the  weekly  output  of  articles  ema- 
nating from  the  College.   Miss  Vera  L.  Peacock,  in  an  article 
entitled,  "Welcome,  French  Clubs  I"  in  the  November  issue  of 
School  Activities,  described  the  annual  French  Club  Field  Day, 
which  is  one  of  the  most  desirable  relations  we  have  with  the 
public  high  schools  of  this  area, 

Mrs.  Evelyn  D.  Rieke's  article,  "'Combined'  Classes"  in  the 
November  issue  of  the  Classical  Outlook,  deals  with  the  manner 
in  which  she  provided  for  teaching  Latin  III  to  only  3  students 
in  the  University  High  School  last  year.   Her  method  seems  to  be 
one  that  other  schools  might  well  copy. 

Mr,  Douglas  E.  Lax^rson  had  an  article  entitled  "Five  Signs 
for  the  Future  of  Adult  Education"  published  in  the  Illinois 
Adult  Education  Notes.   In  addition  to  this  recognition,  Mr. 
Lav/son  has  recently  been  elected  a  member  of  the  American

Personal  Orders  Delivered  to  the  College 

The  following  announcement  has  been  prepared  for  the  Bulletin 
by  Mr.  Miles  of  the  Business  Office: 

"Last  year  more  than  13,000  shipments  were  handled  by  our  re- 
ceiving room.   More  than  4,000  of  these  were  incoming  shipments 
to  members  of  the  faculty  and  other  employees  of  the  college.   In 
many  instances,  these  shipments  were  sent  transportation  charges 
collect,  and  in  a  still  greater  number  of  instances,  shipments 
were  made  and  charged  to  the  college.  With  such  a  large  volume 
of  shipments,  it  is  very  reasonable  to  assum^e  and  expect  that 
many  troublesome  clerical  procedures  will  arise. 

"V/ith  the  college  crowded  for  space  and  the  all  around  general 
expansion  of  activities  necessitated  in  part  by  the  Defense  Pro- 
gram, it  is  necessary  for  the  college  to  eliminate  as  many  un- 
necessary clerical  procedures  as  possible,  if  equal  or  better  ser- 
vice is  to  be  maintained.   We  list  belov;  a  number  of  procedures 
involving  unnecessary  services  on  the  part  of  the  college  which  we 
believe  might  very  reasonably  be  eliminated  by  a  little  caution  on 
the  part  of  those  involved. 

"1.  Personal  orders  charged  and  addressed  to  the  college 
probably  arise  as  the  result  of  the  use  of  college  stationery. 
Shippers  of  personal  orders  should  be  cautioned  that  such  orders 
should  not  be  charged  to  the  college,  that  they  should  not  be  sent 
collect  if  delivered  to  the  college  receiving  room,  and  that  they 
should  not  be  addressed  to  the  college  but  to  the  person  making 
the  order. 

"2.  Purchases  made  by  student  fiscal  officers  of  student 
organizations  or  by  faculty  sponsors  of  student  activity  funds 
should  be  charged  in  the  name  of  the  fund  and  not  the  college 
proper.   In  some  instances,  business  firms  insist  on  maintaining 
just  one  account  for  the  college  and  charge  everything  to  this 
account  purchased  by  any  one  connected  with  the  college.   It  is 
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quite  obvious  that  the  time  required  to  unravel  such  an  account 
becoraes  extremely  burdensome. 

"3.  Personal  orders  sent  collect  in  the  name  of  the  college, 
v;e  believe,  should  be  eliminated  entirely.   We  have  an  arrange- 
ment with  the  transportation  companies  whereby  the  college  is 
billed  v;eekly  for  all  charges  on  shipments  delivered  to  our  re- 
ceiving room.   Through  this  procedure,  shipments  sent  collect  are 
delivered  to  the  college  without  a  cash  payment,  the  invoices  being 
paid  by  voucher  drawn  on  the  State  Treasury,   Since  final  settle- 
ment with  the  transportation  company  requires  payment  in  full,  it 
frequently  becomes  necessary  for  the  college  to  collect  trans- 
portation charges  on  personal  orders  for  relay  to  the  transpor- 
tation agency.   The  burden  of  this  responsibility  has  been  so  great 
at  times  that  payment  of  transportation  invoices  of  the  college 
proper  has  been  unnecessarily  delayed," 


Announcement  from  Faculty  Senate 

Mrs,  Neely,  Chairman  of  the  Faculty  Senate,  has  prepared  the 
following  announcement  for  the  Bulletin.   The  Faculty  Senate  will 
have  ballots  ready  to  be  distributed  at  the  next  Faculty  Meeting 
to  give  the  faculty  an  opportunity  to  vote  on  the  questions  raised 
in  the  announcement. 

"From  time  to  time  requests  arise  which  might  well  be  paid 
from  a  faculty  fund.  However,  expenditures  provided  for  under  the 
present  arrangements  for  disbursement  of  the  Faculty  Fund  as  de- 
cided upon  by  the  Faculty  Senate  on  September  29,  1937,  limit  the 
use  of  this  fund.  As  the  matter  now  stands  the  only  disposition 
of  this  money  which  can  be  made  is  to  provide  flowers  upon  the 
death  of  a  member  of  the  faculty,  of  a  state  board  member,  and  of 
employees  of  the  school. 

"When  requests  for  contributions  involving  the  faculty  as  a 
whole  are  received,  often  individual  members  forget  to  call  at  the 
Business  Office  to  make  their  contributions.   This  oversight 
lowers  the  amount  contributed  and  thus  reflects  on  the  generosity 
of  the  faculty. 

"It  has  been  suggested  that  the  faculty  as  a  whole  might  be 
interested  in  having  the  Fund  large  enough' to  take  care  of  these 
requests  and  thus  eliminate  the  neces-sity  of  the  individual's 
being  solicited  each  time  contribution  is  requested.   In  order  to 
have  a  fund  sufficient  to  meet  these  added  demands,  it  would  be 
necessary  to  increase  the  individual's  contribution  to  the  faculty 
fund.  i 

'iDemands  made  upon  the  Fund  would  always  be  subject  to  approval 
by  the  Faculty  Senate,  and  any  large  demands  would  be  submitted         |

The  Business  Office  informs  me  that  at  the  present  rate  of 
consumption  the  appropriation  for  the  Mimeograph  Office  will  be 
exhausted  before  the  close  of  this  month.   VJith  a  reduction  in 
enrollment  which  reduces  our  income,  it  is  not  safe  for  us  to- 
count  on  very  much  additional  appropriation  from  the  reserve. 

Accordingly,  all  departments  are  asked  to  be  conservative 
in  ordering  mimeographing.   The  boys  in  tJie  Mimeograph  Office 
have  brought  me  several  examples  of  extremely  wasteful  practices, 
where,  for  example,  lists  of  students,  or  outlines  were  placed 
on  four  or  five  sheets  of  paper  v/hen  a  different  arrangement  of 
the  material  would  have  made  it  possible  to  put  all  of  the  in- 
formation on  one  sheet,  thus  saving  both  the  extra  stencils  and 
the  paper. 

While  vje  are  on  the  subject  of  economy,  it  may  be  said  that 
care  should  be  exercised  in  the  use  of  all  the  materials  and 
utilities  of  the  College.   Every  dollar  saved  by  eliminating  waste 
is  a  dollar  released  for  equipment  and  services. 


Some  Interesting  Statistics  on   The  Faculty 

I  have  the  following  letter  from  Mr.  Neckers,  Chairman  of 
the  Faculty  Retirement  Committee.   This  extremely  interesting  and 
illuminating  information  was  compiled  from  the  materials  that  had 
to  be  assembled  to  send  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  new  Re- 
tirement Fund. 

"During  the  last  few  days  I  have  been  making  some  compilations 
and  calculations  in  connection  with  the  data  I  received  concerning 
the  Retirement  System. 

"You  should  be  interested  in  knowing  that  the  average  age  of 
the  faculty  (excluding  employees)  is  forty-two  years.   The  median 
age  is  thirty-nine  years.   This  confirms  the  observation  that  I 
have  made  previously  that  this  college  has  one  of  the  youngest, 
if  not  the  youngest,  faculties  of  any  institution  of  higher 
learning  in  the  country.   This  also  means  that  we  must  reach  the 
year  1970  before  half  of  the  present  faculty  will  be  retired, 
provided  they  all  stay  to  the  age  limit  of  sixty-eight. 

"I  have  also  broken  down  the  rate  of  retirement  of  the  total 
staff.   This  shows  the  number  of  faculty  and  employees  that  will 
be  retired  in  five-year  periods,  again  assuming  that  all  retain 
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employment  until  age  sixty-eight.

the  faculty, 

V/arnlng  on  Travel  Expenditures 

I  have  the  following  announcement  from  the  Business  Office: 

"We  are  attaching  two  statements  pertaining  to  travel  ex- 
penditures. You  will  note  that  our  expenditures  to  date  are 
outrunning  our  allotments,  even  though  there  are  still  available 
unencumbered  balances  In  the  various  departmental  budgets. 

"It  Is  quite  obviously  necessary  for  us  to  curtail  expendi- 
tures for  travel  until  such  time  as  our  allotments  catch  up  with 
our  expenditures.   Our  monthly  allotment  for  travel  expenditures 
to  be  made  from  the  state  appropriation  for  travel  amounts  to 
1250.00.   The  monthly  allotment  from  the  Income  Fund  Is  $300.00." 

In  view  of  the  very  serious  threat  to  our  enrollment  and 
therefore  to  our  tuition  Income  out  of  which  most  of  our  travel 
allowances  come,  It  will  be  necessary  from  now  on   to  avoid  making 
any  trips  at  college  expense  that  are  not  urgently  necessary. 
Unfortunately,  we  are  facing  a  decreasing  rather  than  an  ex- 
panding Income  now,  and  the  whole  college  will  have  to  adapt 
Itself  to  it. 

Reducing  Student  Help 

By  executive  order  Issued  by  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  funds  available  for  student  aid  under  the  NYA  in  the 
colleges  will  be  reduced  bofo   in  Illinois  after  February  1.   This 
will  mean  a  sharp  reduction  in  the  number  of  students  available 
for  work  on  this  campus.   The  Committee  on  Student  Help  will 
try  to  be  as  reasonable  and  as  fair  as  possible  in  the  assignment 
of  the  students  who  remain. 

In  the  meantime,  with  a  sharp  reduction  in  our  tuition  in- 
come which  is  mentioned  in  the  preceeding  section,  it  is  also 
necessary  to  reduce  the  amount  of  state  money  spent  on  student 
help.   It  will  not  only  be  useless,  therefore,  for  members  of 
the  faculty  who  lose  NYA  help  to  ask  to  have  this  help  transferred 
to  the  state  payroll,  but  it  will  probably  be  necessary  to  make 
a  twenty  per  cent  reduction  in  the  state  help  payroll  after 
March  1. 
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These  measures  are  made  necessary  by  circumstances  that 
are  entirely  beyond  our  control.   They  are  certain  to  hurt  the 
college  and  interfere  with  some  of  the  projects  we  have  in  hand, 
but  there  will  be  no  way  to  avoid  them.   We  cannot  go  to  war 
without  causing  us  all  many  serious  inconveniences. 


Credits  for  Students  Entering  Military  Service 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Council  of  Administration  on  November 
11,  the  Council  formulated  a  policy  to  be  followed  in  granting 
credit  v/hen  students  leave  school  to  enter  the  military  service. 
When  a  student  is  actually  called  directly  into  military  service, 
he  is  to  be  given  the  grade  he  is  making  at  the  time  he  leaves 
as  a  final  grade  for  the  course.   If  he  has  been  here  more  than 
half  the  term  he  will  receive  full  credit,  if  less  than  half  the 
term,  he  will  receive  half  credit.   It  was  the  feeling  of  the 
Council  of  Administration  that  the  college  should  be  generous 
with  these  young  men  who  are  being  called  upon  to  make  the 
really  heavy  sacrifices  of  the  War. 


Record  of  Students  G-oing  Into  Military  Service 

The  College  is  very  anxious  to  retain  as  complete  a  record 
as  possible  of  students  who  leave  the  campus  to  enter  the  military 
services.  Faculty  members  are,  therefore,  asked  when  they  turn 
in  a  card  shov/ing  that  a  student  is  dropped  from  school  to  find 
out  the  reason  and  write  it  on  the  card. 

Recently  we  had  a  request  for  information  about  students  who 
had  left  to  go  to  work  in  governmental  agencies  other  than  mili- 
tary services  and  into  non-governmental  defense  industries.   It 
is,  therefore,  important  that  the  notation  be  specific  in  showing 
whether  the  student  entered  the  army  or  the  navy  or  the  Civil 
Service  or  private  employment.   If  he  v/ent  into  private  employ- 
ment, we  should  like  to  have  the  exact  type  of  employment  described 
on  the  card. 

We  should  also  like  to  have  information  so  far  as  we   can  get 
it  about  former  students  of  the  College  who  are  in  the  army  or 
the  navy.  All  of  this  information  should  be  sent  to  the  Registr8.r' 
Office  where  a  separate  card  will  be  made  for  each  person.   It  is 
not  only  important  that  we  have  this  information  now,  but  it  will 
probably  become  important  after  the  war.   Older  faculty  members 
will  recall  the  long  and  painstaking  work  that  Mr.  G-eorge  Merwin 
Browne  did  in  assembling  the  list  of  names  which  was  put  on  the 
bronze  tablets  that  are  now  in  the  foyer  of  the  Auditorium.

The  New  Defense  Committee 

As  a  defense  crisis  developed,  various  responsibilities  were 
assumed  by  the  College.   Each  time  we  were  called  upon  for  a 
service,  the  responsibility  for  supplying  this  ervice  was  assigned 
to  the  department  or  agency  which  seemed  most  appropriate.

Chan^xe  to  a ,  Txvelve  Week  Summer  Session 

Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  new  coordinating  committee 
for  national  defense  now  called  the  Victory  Committee,  the  Council 
of  Administration  on  Thursday  afternoon  approved  the  follov/ing 
recommendations  for  the  Summer  Session: 

1.  The  customary  spring  vacation  between  terms  and  the  weeks 
recess  between  spring  and  summer  terms  are  to  be  abolished  this 
year.   This  will  change  our  calendar  so  that  Commencement  v/ill 
come  on  Friday,  May  29. 

2.  Instead  of  having  one  eight  week  summer  session  as  we  have 
had  hitherto,  vje  shall  have  two  consecutive  six  week  sessions. 

The  calendar  for  these  summer  sessions  vrill  be  as  f ollows  .'■

¥e  have  scheduled  the  second  summer  session  for  July  13  to 
[August  21.   If  there  is  considerable  demand  on  the  part  of  the 
students  or  faculty,  it  is  possible  to  change  that  to  a  five-week 
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schedule  v/ith  full  Saturday  sessions.   In  such  case,  registration 
for  that  session  v;ould  be  held  Saturday,  July  11,  and  the  College 
would  be  in  session  four  of  the  succeeding  Saturdays.   The  session 
would  then  end  on  August  14.   The  normal  teaching  load  for  the 
summer  session  will  be  eight  credit  hours. 

It  is  recommended  by  the  Committee  that  two-thirds  of  the 
faculty  work  the  first  summer  session,  and  one-third  the  second 
summer  session.   It  is  understood  no  faculty  mem/oer  will  teach 
both  sessions. 

These  recommendations  have  been  taken  up  by   telephone  v;ith  the 
members  of  the  Advisory  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  for 
this  College  and  have  been  given  their  tentative  approval.  On   the 
strength  of  this,  we  may  assume  Board  approval  and  proceed  at  once 
with  our  Dlans.

Every  course  xvall  meet  tv/ice  as  many  periods  as  the  number 
of  hours  of  credit.   A  tv;o-hour  course  will  meet  four  periods  a 
week,  a  four-hour  course,  eight  periods,  and  so  on.   In  general, 
first  hour  courses  will  meet  the  first  and  fourth  periods.   Courses 
v/ill  be  regularly  scheduled  only  three  periods,  1-5,  2-5,  3-6.   Any 
necessary  additional  laboratory  periods  may  be  scheduled  in  the 
afternoon. 

No  classes  should  be  scheduled  for  the  fourth  hour  Tuesdays 
and  Thursdays.   These  periods  v/ill  be  reserved  for  regular  assembly 
exercises.   A  four-hour  course  meeting  the  first  and  fourth  hours, 
will  meet  five  days  a  v/eek  the  first  hour,  and  three  days  a  week, 
the  fourth  hour.   Department  heads  x^rho  have  planned  two-  and  four- 
week  courses  are  urged  to  continue,  arranging  the  teaching  loads 
accordingly. 


Changed  Summer  Plans  for  Departments  are  Due 

Department  heads  are  requested  to  make  the  new  plans  and 
schedules  for  the  two  six  vreeks  summier  sessions  as  soon  as  possibl 
If  the  return  to  the  old  plan  for  summer  terms  creates  problems 
that  the  department  head  does  not  knovi  how  to  dispose  of,  I  shall 
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be  glad  to  discuss  them.   We  should  know  as  soon  as  possible  v/hich 
faculty  nieinbers  are  teaching  the  first  summer  session  and  which 
ones  the  second,  and  what  courses  will  be  offered.   The  chief 
factor  that  should  determine  what  courses  will  be  offered  should 
be  probable  student  need.   Any  plans  that  any  departments  have 
made  for  Vvorkshop  type  courses  that  are  less  than  six  weeks  long 
should  be  continued  and  fitted  into  the  new  program  in  whatever 
way  seems  most  feasible. 

The  new  arrangement  with  reference  to  the  summer  term  will 
make  it  unnecessary  for  any  member  of  the  faculty  who  wants  to 
teach  during  the  summer  to  be  barred  from  teaching.   However,  in 
order  to  keep  dox\rn  the  cost,  it  xirill  be  desirable  for  those  members 
of  the  faculty  who  have  hitherto  preferred  not  to  teach  at  all  to 
take  the  summer  off  as  previously  planned. 


Victory  Committee  Recommends  Night  Courses 

Another  recommendation  which  the  Victory  Commiittee  tentatively 
made  was  that  the  various  departments  offer  as  many  night  courses 
as  can  be  conveniently  arranged  during  the  spring  quarter.   Pre- 
sumably, these  would  be  regular  courses  open  to  students  in 
residence,  but  also  open  to  part-time  students  who  are  employed 
at  the  Ordnance  Plant  and  elsewhere. 

The  recommendation  of  the  Committee  was  that  all  departments 
might  try  to  offer  such  courses,  but  this  probably  is  not  either 
practical  or  desirable  in  some  cases.   Each  department  will  know 
best  whether there  is  likely  to  be  demand  from  off-campus  for  such 
courses,  and  whether  the  general  situation  as  to  faculty  and  other 
facilities  will  make  it  possible  to  offer  them  without  undue  incon- 
venience. 

Hence,  this  recommendation  is  passed  on  to  the  departments 
to  be  acted  on  at  their  discretion.

Department  heads  who  have  not  submitted  their  spring  term 
schedules  to  the  Registrar's  Office  should  do  so  today  or  tomorrow. 
They  should  indicate  on  the  schedule  the  room  numbers  and  the 
number  of  class  tickets  desired.

Will  the  faculty  please  cooperate, 
by  "listing  in  the  order  of  their  importance,  the  factors  that  shonilcl 
be  considered  as  bases  for  promotion  on  this  faculty,  and  send 
these  ideas  to  Mrs.  Muzzey,  Secretary  of  the  Faculty  Senate.

Mr,  Homer  C.  Rose  had  an  article  entitled  "A  Modern  Lamp" 
published  in  the  January  issue  of  School  Shop.   "Industrial 
Arts",  a  leaflet,  also  by  Mr.  Rose,  was  reprinted  and  distributed 
by  the  Wisconsin  Industrial  Arts  Association  to  all  Wisconsin 
Industrial  Arts  teachers. 

Miss  Vera  L.  Peacock  has  an  article,  "I  Have  Forgotten  My 
French"  in  The  Educational  Review  for  January  1942.   This  article 
discusses  the  value  of  a  foreign  language  on  the  basis  of  the 
great  developments  it  initiates  and  fosters  in  the  child's  edu- 
cation.

The  Defense  Bond  Purchase  Plan 

Doubtless  the  rumor  has  gone  through  the  faculty  that  all 
employees  of  the  State  of  Illinois  will  be  expected  to  devote 
a  part  of  their  salaries  during  the  coming  months  to  the  Durchase 
of  defense  bonds. 

Mr.  Miles  attended  a  meeting  at  Springfield  last  week  which 
was  called  by  G-overnor  Green  and  was  attended  by  representatives 
of  the  heads  of  all  major  state  enterprises.  At  this  meeting 
the  request  was  made  that  all  state  employees  devote  at  least 
two  per  cent  of  their  monthly  earnings  to  the  purchase  of  defense 
bonds.   The  G-overnor,  however,  was  very  emphatic  in  making  the 
point  that  the  request  was  not  mandatory  on  any  employee. 

Present  plans  are  that  the  purchase  of  the  bonds  v/ill  be 
handled  locally  through  our  business  office.   Details  of  the 
plan  will  be  announced  as  soon  as  they  are  issued  from  Spring- 
field. Ve  hope  it  will  be  possible  for  us  to  report  one  hundred 
per  cent  cooperation. 

Within  the  very  near  future  defense  savings  stamps  will 
also  be  on  sale  in  the  business  office  so  that  students  or  any- 
one else  connected  with  the  College  may  buy  them  in  any  denomina- 
tion they  choose.

Short  Courses  Needed  for  Education  Workshop 

After  conferring  xirlth  the  Chairman  of  the  Currlculumi 
Committee  and  with  Miss  Shank,  Mr.  Bosley  of  the  Education 
Department  prepared  the  following  request  for  help  from  the 
various  departments  of  the  college  for  the  summer  workshop  on 
elementary  education.   In  so  far  as  it  is  feasible,  the  depart- 
ments should  cooperate  with  Mr.  Bosley,  since  this  is  the  kind 
of  work  xirhich  public  school  leaders  of  Southern  Illinois  are 
constantly  telling  us  we  ought  to  be  offering  to  teachers  in 
service. 

Replies  and  suggestions  should  be  sent  direct  to  Mr.  Bosley 

"In  line  v/ith  the  recent  recommendation  that  the  college 
offer  a  number  of  highly  functional  short  courses  during  the 
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summer  session,  a  workshop  plan  for  elementary  teachers  is  being 
undertaken  by  some  members  of  the  education  staff.   The  work- 
shop vrill  run  concurrently  with  the  first  six-v/eek  session, 
and.,  briefly,  will  operate  as  follows: 

"For  the  six-week  session  the  student  in  the  elementary 
vjorkshop  will  choose  three  short  courses,  and  in  addition  will, 
und.er  the  direction  of  a  member  of  the  Department  of  Education 
faculty,  work  out  a  major  problem  involved  in  the  improvement 
of  education  in  his  community. 

"Obviously,  one  highly  important  requisite  is  getting  a 
sufficient  number  of  short  courses  offered  to  take  care  of  the 
varying  needs  of  a  heterogeneous  group  of  in-service  teachers. 
Some  of  the  short  courses  needed  are  as  follows: 

1.  Science  in  the  Elementary  School,  a  brief  view  of 
content  and  methods, 

2.  Elementary  School  Art 

3.  Elementary  School  Music 

4.  Elementary  Handicrafts 

5.  Safety  Education 

6.  First  Aid 

7.  The  Physical  Education  Program  in  the  Elementary  Schools 

8.  Rythmics  and  dancing 

9.  Reading  methods 

10.  Mental  Hygiene 

11.  Home  economics  in  the  Elementary  School 

12.  Child  Care  and  Health 

13.  Arithmetic  Method 

14.  The  Social  Sciences 

15.  Integrating  Learning  Activities  in  the  Elementary  Grader 

'iDoubtless  there  are  other  courses  needed  by  elementary 
teachers  which  could  be  offered  by  various  departments. 

"Another  obvious  problem  involved  is  getting  the  short 
courses  so  scheduled  as  to  permit  a  student  to  elect  three  in 
sequence.   It  is  suggested  that  each  course  require  16  of  the 
usual  50  minute  periods,  which  could  be  distributed  over  the 
six  weeks  in  one  of  the  following  ways: 

1.  Each  short  course  to  be  two  weeks  in  length,  meeting 
eight  times  each  week. 

2.  Short  courses  could  overlap  each  other,  so  that  each 
would  meet  fewer  times  each  week,  and  run  three  or 

or  four  weeks.   For  example,  the  first  block  of  courses 
would  meet  eight  times  the  first  x^^eek,  four  times  the 
second  week,  and  four  times  the  third  week.   The 
second  block  would  be  spread  over  the  second,  third, 
fourth,  and  fifth  xireeks,  meeting  four  times  each  v/eekc

Concerning  A  Great  Philosopher  and  Educational  Leader 

The  following  interesting  item  is  clipped  from  the  weekly 
bulletin  of  the  University  High  School: 

4  Biographical  Sketch  of  John  Dewey 

"Max  Eastman,  the  author  of  'En.loyment  of  Poetry .  En.ioyment 
of  Laughter*  has  a  delightful  biographical  sketch  of  John  Dewey 
in  the  January  issue  of  Atlantic  Monthly.   This  article  describes 
the  highlights  of  Devrey's  career  as  a  philosopher,  psychologist, 
and  educator  at  the  Universities  of  Michigan,  Minnesota,  Chicago 
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and  Columbia. 

"Eastman  credits  Dewey  with  'saving  our  children  from  dying 
of  boredom  as  we  almost  did  in  school.'  Encyclopedia  Britannica, 
in  its  article  on  Education,  expresses  this  same  thought  less 
succintly,  'By  1900  the  center  of  gravity  had  shifted  from  the 
subject  matter  of  instruction  to  the  child  to  be  taught.   The 
school,  in  consequence  had  begun  to  change  from  a  place  where 
children  prepare  for  life.... to  a  place  where  children  live.... 
Those  ciianges,  largely  due  to  the  teachings  of  John  Dewey,  have 
become  the  dominent  purpose  of  the  American  Elementary  School 
of  the  20th  century.'   The  Britannica  might  have  added  that  this 
influence  which  transformed  the  elementary  school  is  beginning 
to  reform  the  secondary  schools  in  this  country.   This  has  been 
particularly  evident  since  1930. 

"A  most  interesting  comment  made  by  Eastman  concerning 
Dewey's  influence  on  Education  had  to  do  with  the  responsibilities 
which  were  thrust  upon  the  philosopher  while  employed  by  the 
University  of  Michigan,  At  this  school  Dex^rey  was  required  to 
serve  as  a  high  school  visitor  to  determine  whether  the  high 
schools  of  the  state  had  sufficiently  high  standards  to  make  it 
safe  for  them  to  send  their  graduates  to  the  University.  Eastman 
believes  that  Dewey's  contribution  to  Education  would  have  been 
slight,  if  not  non-existent  if  he  had  missed  this  contact  with 
the  public  schools.  From  that  time  on  his  center  of  interest  as 
evidenced  by  his  writing  was  the  possibilities  of  reconstructing 
society  through  the  development  of  a  more  functional  and  dynamic 
system  of  universal  public  education." 

John  Dewey  has  been  one  of  the  great  leaders  of  the  generation 
that  is  just  passing  out  of  active  service,  His  philosophy  was 
preeminently  the  philosophy  of  democracy.  'His  career  was  a  dis- 
tinguished and  interesting  academic  career.  A  biographical 
sketch  of  him  should  be  interesting  to  all  of  us. 


The  Very  Important  Question  of  Faculty  Promotions 

Many  of  the  members  of  our  faculty  are  members  of  the  American 
Association  of  University  Professors,  and  the  Association  has  had 
a  profound  creative  influence  on  this  institution  during  the  past 
several  years  of  growth  and  transition,   In  the  October  number  of 
the  Bulletin  of  the  American  Association  of  University  Professors, 
there  are  two  articles  of  very  great  interest  on  one  of  our 
present  problems. ( see  PP  442-452).  One  of  them  is  an  article 
on  The  Functional  Bases  of  Appraising  Academic  Performance  by 
Logan  Wilson  of  Tulane;  the  other  one  is  an  article  by  Kirk  H, 
Porter  of  the  State  University  of  Iowa  entitled,  Professors 
Should  Work*. 
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On  this  campus  we  are  now  interested  in  developing  some  ob- 
jective procedures  for  determing  promotions.   The  Faculty  Senate 
and  the  Council  of  Administration  now  have  a  number  of  suggestions 
under  consideration.  However,  the  more  the  problem  is  studied, 
the  more  apparent  it  becomes  that  the  appraisal  of  the  work  of 
members  of  a  college  faculty  is  an  extremely  difficult  matter. 
The  fact  that  it  is  difficult,  however,  does  not  justify  us  in 
falling  back  on  arbitrary  rule  of  thumb  procedures,  particularly 
if  those  procedures  are  based  entirely  on  such  easily  measurable 
factors  as  purely  academic  preparation  and  length  of  tenure. 

The  whole  problem  of  devising  better  and  more  flexible  means 
for  determining  academic  promotions  is  one  of  the  very  important 
problems  that  confronts  the  colleges  and  universities  of  the  whole 
country.  Until  means  are  devised  that  will  put  a  heavy  premium 
on  genuine  excellence  of  teaching,  on  real  leadership  and  service 
to  the  institution  and  to  the  region  which  it  serves,  and  on 
significant  writing  and  research,  so  that  very  able  young  people 
can  be  promoted  very  quickly  without  having  to  wait  for  others 
to  get  out  of  their  way,  our  faculties  shall  be  in  danger  of 
stagnation  through  the  discouragement  of  our  best  young  people. 

I  hope  that  in  the  months  to  come  some  of  the  best  constructive 
thinking  on  the  whole  faculty  will  be  directed  at  this  problem 
in  a  broad,  statesmanlike,  unbiased  effort  to  make  our  college 
a  model  in  this  important  respect.

Membership  in  the  National  Education  Association 

The  time  has  come  for  members  of  the  National  Education 
Association  to  renew  their  membership  for  the  coming  year,   I  am 
sure  no  explanation  of  the  great  work  of  the  National  Education 
Association  is  necessary,  but  I  am  quoting  below  a  paragraph  from 
a  letter  which  is  being  sent  out  to  the  members  asking  for  their 
renewal. 

"Your  National  Association  is  conducting  an  all-out  campaign 
to  maintain  strong  schools  during  this  critical  period  by  keeping 
well  qualified  teachers  in  them.   This  cam.paign  deserves  the 
active  support  of  every  member  of  the  profession. 

"We  are  glad  that  you  are  a  member  of  the  Association  and 
hope  that  you  will  continue  with  us  in  our  efforts  to  serve  the 
nation  effectively  by  keeping  the  schools  strong," 

This  faculty  does  not  yet  have  a  membership  in  the  National 
Education  Association  of  which  we  have  any  reason  to  be  very 
proud.  Whatever  other  special  associations  members  of  the  faculty 
may  join,  the  National  Education  Association  is  the  over-all 
organization  which  fights  the  battle  for  public  education,  V/hen 
it  is  wrong,  we  should  set  it  right  by  our  influence  from  the  in- 
side; and  when,  as  is  usually  the  case,  it  is  right,  we  should 
support  it  with  the  very  modest  membership  fee  of  two  dollars,  as 
well  as  in  all  other  possible  ways. 


Bookstore  Orders  Must  Be  Curtailed 

Mr,  Purdy,  the  Chairman  of  the  Bookstore  Committee,  informs 
me  that  the  decline  in  enrollment  and  the  consequent  decline  in 
income  at  the  Bookstore  makes  it  necessary  for  us  to  be  very  con- 
servative for  the  remainder  of  the  year  in  ordering  additional 
books.  All  complete  replacement  requisitions  of  any  kind  will 
have  to  be  postponed  until  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  Term,  since 
there  is  no  money  now  to  finance  a  change  in  textbooks  and  the 
discarding  of  any  whole  set  of  books. 
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Other  requisitions  should  also  be  kept  to  a  minimum.  The 
College  is  facing  the  necessity  of  severe  retrenchment  because  of 
the  loss  of  tuition  income.   There  is  no  way  to  do  that  except 
to  reduce  expenditures  at  all  points;  but  particularly  at  those 
points  which  have  hitherto  been  financed  largely  from  tuition. 
Among  the  most  expensive  of  these  are  book  requisitions,  faculty 
travel,  and  student  help. 


The  Bond  Buying  Program 

With  this  Bulletin  there  is  being  distributed  a  set  of 
materials  that  come  from  the  State  Department  of  Finance  in  Spring- 
field.  These  materials  relate  to  the  bond-buying  campaign  which 
has  been  instituted  for  State  Employees.   They  will  be  largely 
self-explanatory . 

As  has  been  previously  stated,  it  is  our  plan  to  handle  the 
whole  matter  here  in  our  own  Business  Office,  crediting  the  amount 
of  money  pledged  month  by  month  and  issuing  bonds  as  soon  as  a 
sufficient  amount  of  credit  has  been  accumulated  by  the  faculty 
member  in  question.  Payments  of  the  pledges  will  be  made  each 
month  in  checks  payable  to  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University. 
Faculty  members  have  the  option  of  letting  their  payments  ac- 
cumulate to  any  convenient  amount  before  receiving  their  bond. 
It  is  also  possible  to  buy  a  bond  outright  and  receive  credit 
on  the  pledge  in  advance  for  the  number  of  months  the  value  of 
the  bond  will  cover.  Faculty  members  will  please  indicate  on  their 
pledge  blanks  the  denomination  in  which  they  would  like  to  have 
their  bonds  issued. 

It  should  be  noted  that  if  most  of  the  people  in  the  United 
States  who  are  earning  as  much  as  college  faculty  members  earn, 
limit  themselves  to  tvio   per  cent  in  the  purchase  of  bonds,  the 
outlook  for  the  country  is  dark  indeed.  V/e  shall  simply  be  com- 
pelling the  Congress  to  resort  to  some  drastic  compulsory  levy  on 
all  salaries  or  resign  ourselves  to  losing  the  War.   I  hope, 
therefore,  that  the  total  amount  of  money  pledged  by  the  faculty 
will  far  exceed  the  two  per  cent  minimum  requested  by  Governor 
G-reen. 

Since  we  would  like  for  the  faculty  to  make  as  good  a  showing 
as  possible,  it  is  suggested  that  faculty  members  who  have  made 
previous  purchases  of  bonds  might  report  the  amount  of  their  pur- 
chases to  be  credited  to  the  total  amount  that  the  college  staff 
buys. 


Information  for  the  Victory  Committee 
All  organizations  or  individuals  working  on   defense  projects 
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are  asked  to  report  what  they  are  doing  to  Mr.  Scott,  Chairman  of 
the  Victory  Committee,  Each  organization  is  asked  also  to  keep 
a  memorandum  of  all  war  work  activities.   This  information  is 
needed  now,  and  will  be  needed  from  time  to  time  later  for  various 
reports  which  we  are  asked  to  make.

Mr.  G-eorge  Bracewell,  Director  of  Rural  Education  of  this 
College,  has  been  re-elected  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of 
the  Committee  on  ^ural  Education  of  the  State  of  Illinois.  Mr, 
Bracewell  has  been  contributing  some  very  fine  leadership  to  the 
State  Committee,  and  we  appreciate  the  recognition  of  this  fact, 
which  his  re-election  implies. 


Announcement  for  the  Library  .Committee 

Mr.  C.  H.  Cramer,  Chairman  of  the  Library  Committee,  has  sub- 
mitted the  folloxTTing  item  for  the  Bulletin  over  the  signatures 
of  the  members  of  the  Library  Committee.   The  recommendations  of 
the  Committee  have  the  full  indorsement  of  this  Office: 
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'^The  Library  Committee  would  like  to  bring  to  the  attention 
of  the  faculty  a  few  statistics  which  appear  astounding  and  repre- 
hensible. At  the  present  time  almost  a  thousand  books  are  charged 
out  to  faculty  members,  an  average  of  about  seven  apiece.  In  this 
mountain  of  volumes,  almost  250  are  overdue  for  more  than  one  year, 
and  350  are  overdue  for  more  than  six  months* 

'Statistics  for  individual  faculty  members  are  equally  amazing. 
Some  have  as  many  as  50  to  80  books  out  at  one  time,  many  of  them 
overdue  for  over  a  year. 

•^Condemnation  of  this  situation  varies  all  the  way  from  the 
obvious  statement  that  it  is  unfair  to  other  people  who  want  to 
use  the  books — to  the  serious  charge,  made  by  some,  that  the 
practice  is  unethical  since  it  amounts  to  state  subsidization  of 
persons  who  abuse  this  privilege.  The  Library  Committee  hopes 
that  it  will  be  unnecessary  to  enter  into  a  discussion  of  these 
points.  We  trust  that  this  announcement  will  suffice  to  bring 
immediate  inventory  by  the  faculty,  and  the  prompt  return  of  library 
volumes. 

"The  Library  will  wait  a  few  weeks  for  the  return  of  these 
volumes.  After  that,  two  notices  will  be  sent.  The  first  will 
be  from  the  librarian;  the  second  will  come  from  the  President's 
Office.  This  applies  to  the  two  branch  libraries,  as  well  as  to 
Wheeler  Library." 


Annual  Catalog  Data  Due 

All  department  heads  are  requested  to  submit  material  for 
the  annual  catalog  to  the  Registrar's  Office  by  February  16.   This 
year  the  catalog  will  be  very  much  reduced  in  size,  and  we  shall 
include  only  essential  material.  Department  heads  are  requested 
to  submit  the  course  numbers  and  descriptive  titles,  but  no 
descriptions  of  the  courses  tro  be  offered,  exxjept  in  rare  cases 
where  it  is  necessary.  We  have  a  number  of  old  bulletins  left 
that  may  be  used  for  reference.  Also  the  suggested  courses  for 
majors  will  not  be  includ.ed.  A  short  statement  for  students 
majoring  in  the  department  may  be  made  at  the  beginning  of  the 
departmental  material. 


Report  of  Trip  to  Clay  County .  Jan.  30-51 

The  following  report  of  a  trip  made  by  Mr.  J.  Gary  Davis, 
County  Representative  for  Clay  County,  described  so  good  an 
example  of  county  group  work  that  we  are  reproducing  it  in  the 
Bulletin: 
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"With  Sigel  Davis,  chairman  of  the  Clay  County  group,  and 
another  student,  I  visited  Flora,  Louisville,  and  Clay  City  last 
Friday  and  Saturday. 

"At  all  the  High  Schools,  the  principals  placed  in  their 
libraries  copies  of  the  Obelisk,  Egyptian,  and  the  S.  I.  N.  U.

Rules  for  Honors  Work  at  Southern 

Some  v.^eeks  ago  the  special  comm.ittee  appointed  by  the  Curri- 
culum Committee  to  study  honors  courses  formulated  the  rules  that 
are  to  govern  honors  work. 

These  rules  were  subsequently  approved  by  the  Curriculum 
Committee  as  a  xirhole  and  by  the  Council  of  Administration  of  the 
College  and  are  now  considered  to  be  in  effect ,   The  C-overning 
Honors  Committee  has  been  appointed  and  in  due  time  will  make 
announcements  and  reports  concerning  its  work.   The  rules  follow: 

It  is  suggested  that  the  offering  of  Honors  Courses  might  be 
tried  at  SINU  on  a  small  scale  at  the  start ,.  Students  of  unusual 
ability  should  be  encouraged  to  apply  for  Honors  work  by  the 
Faculty.  Any  half--way  attempt  on  the  part  of  an  advisor  to  assist 
in  the  Honors  Students'  work  would  be  detrimental  to  the  entire 
Honors  program.  For  that  reason  it  is  felt  that  the  responsi- 
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bllities  of  a  Faculty  member  serving  a?  the  immediate  advisor  of 
an  Honors  Student  are  so  great  as  to  make  necessary  the  lighten- 
ing of  such  Faculty  member's  load, 

I.  Administration 

1.  A  Groverning  Honors  Committee  shall  be  made  up  of  six 
members,  one  elected  by  each  Division  for  a  term  of  thre ■ 
years,  one-third  elected  each  year.   Individual  depprt- 
ments  may  send  representatives  to  meetings  of  the  Govern- 
ing Honors  Committee  when  matters  of  special  concern  to 
them  are  under  consideration. 

2.  There  shall  be  a  special  Honors  Committee  for  each 
student  consisting  of  a  representative  of  the  student's 
major  field  as  chairman,  and  representatives  from  all  of 
the  other  fields  included  in  the  scope  of  the  student's 
Honors  work.  This  committee  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Governing  Honors  Committee,   The  G-overning  Honors  Com- 
mittee will  consider  a  student's  preferences  for  this 
special  committee. 

5,   This  latter  committee  will  be  responsible  for  the  selec- 
tion of  a  special  advisor  for  the  student,  for  the  prepa- 
ration of  a  special  program  of  work  and  for  approving  the 
work  of  the  student.   The  entire  work  of  each  of  the 
Specialized  Committees  set  up  for  each  student  may  be 
reviewed  at  any  time  by  the  Governing  Honors  Committee. 
Any  problems  relating  to  the  entire  Honors  Program  shall 
be  settled  by  the  G-overning  Honors  Committee, 

II.  Eligibility 

1.  Students  with  a  4,5  average  at  the  end  of  the  second  year 
are  eligible  to  apply  to  their  major  department  or  field 
for  Honors  xvork.   In  exceptional  cases  students  v/ith  less 
than  4.5  average  may  be  admitted  to  Honors  vrork  upon  the 
approval  of  the  Governing  Honors  Committee, 

2,  Whenever  a  student  is  accepted  for  Honors  by  a  department 
or  departments,  notice  thereof  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
Governing  Honors  Committee  wiiich  will  then  select  a 
special  committee  for  the  student. 

III.  Quality  of  Work  to  be  Required 

It  is  expected  that  only  students  capable  of  independent  work 
of  a  high  calibre  will  be  admitted  to  Honors  and  that  there- 
fore they  ought  to  be  allowed  considerable  liberty  in  the 
accomplishment  of  their  program.   For  this  reason  a  student''^ 
program  shall  be  worked  out  in  consultation  with  him  with  a 
view  to  stimulating  and  developing  his  special  interests. 
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1,  Regular  weekly  conferences  or  their  equivalent  phall  be 
held  with  the  student's  advisor  who  will  keep  a  written 
record  of  the  student's  progress  to  be  filed  vrith  the 
Governing  Honors  Committee  two  weeks  Drior  to  the  final 
Honors  examination. 

2.  It  is  suggested  that,  where  feasible,  Divisions  set  u^; 
regular  seminars  consisting  of  Faculty  members  and  Hcr.G] 
students  in  the  Division. 
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3,  Credit  toward  graduation  for  individual  work  or  for 
Divisional  Seminars  may  be  granted  by  the  G-overning- 
Honors  Committee  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Special 
Honors  Committee,  At  least  during  the  experimental 
period,  such  cred.it  should  not  exceed  a  total  of  10 
quarter  hours, 

4,  There  shall  be  a  final  examination  covering  the  student' 
major  field  and  those  fields  related  to  his  specializec! 
work.   The  examining  board  v^ill  consist  of  the  Student's 
Special  Committee  plus  invited  representatives  of  any 
field  related  to  the  student's  interests.   In  Questionable 
cases  the  entire  G-overning  Honors  Committee  may  ''it  with 
the  Special  Committee  to  pass  on  the  student's  work.

The  first  of  these  concerns  the  proposal  to  broaden  the 
scope  of  the  college.  County  representatives  ought  to  secure 
copies  of  the  Crisenberry  Bill,  and  of  the  petition  which  has 
been  prepared  for  signatures  by  the  Committee  of  the  American 
Federation  of  Teachers,  and  thoroughly  familiarize  themselves 
with  the  proposals  of  the  Bill.  It  is  understood,  of  course, 
that  the  Bill  is  only  tentative  and  is  therefore  very  general. 
Some  changes  will  doubtless  be  made  in  the  organization  provided 
in  the  Bill,  and  a  great  many  details  will  still  have  to  be 
worked  out.   In  general,  however,  the  Bill  represents  what  we 
would  like  to  get  through  the  Legislature  at  the  next  session. 

Once  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  proposal,  each  county^ 
representative  ought  to  get  three  or  four  of  the  ablest  stu-' 
dents  in  his  county  also  to  study  the  proposal,  and  the  means 
by  which  we  are  seeking  support  for  it.  Then  the  faculty 
sponsor  and  his  student  helpers  should  seek  opportunities  to 
appear  before  civic  clubs  in  the  county  to  explain  the  situation. 
They  should  also  try  to  secure  as  many  signatures  to  petitions 
as  they  possibly  can  secure. 

When  visits  are  made  to  the  high  schools  of  the  county,  it 
is  always  a  good  thing  to  have  some  friendly  person  in  the  high 
school  take  the  visitor  around  through  the  business  district 
of  the  town  and  meet  a  few  of  the  business  and  professional 
people  who  are  or  might  be  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
college. 

The  second  general  objective  with  which  v/e  are  concerned 
is  the  more  Immediate  one  of  <5ecuring  enough  new  enrollment 
among  the  younger  students  to  counterbalance,  as  far  as  possible, 
the  enrollment  which  we  are  losing  because  of  the  War.   In  this 
connection,  the  following  points  should  be  stressed^   First, 
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this  yearns  high  school  graduate??  may  begin  their  college  worl: 
in  June,  and  complete  a  full  three  months  work  this  summer.   If 
they  do  so,  they  will  be  putting  themselves  in  line  for  collep:e 
graduation  in  three  years. 

Second,  high  school  juniors  with  thirteen  or  more  unit^  of 
credit  may  take  summer  work  in  high  «?chools  and  be  admitted  ps 
full-time  freshmen  in  the  fall,  provided  their  high  'school  rsoorr 
are  good,  and  they  can  carry  the  college  work.  The^e  student ^^ 
should  be  encouraged  to  enter  their  own  home  high  schools  for 
summer  work  where  possible,  but  if  there  is  no  opportunity  to 
take  advanced  work  at  home  during  the  <5ummer,  they  may  be  invited 
to  enter  the  University  High  School  here.  However,  we  can  take 
care  of  only  a  limited  number. 

Third,  stress  should  be  placed  on  the  fact  that  the  college 
is  prepared  to  take  care  of  all  pre-military  and  pre~prof essional 
technical  courses  that  will  prepare  a  young  man  to  take  an  im- 
portant place  in  the  armed  services  when  his  time  comes.  In 
other  words,  this  is  Just  as  good  a  school  to  attend  now  to 
get  ready  for  military  service  as  a  school  which  has  an  ROTO 
unit,  since  the  army  itself  is  not  now  much  interested  in  mere 
military  drill  as  the  be'st  preliminary  training  for  taking  an 
effective  part  in  defending  the  country. 


Federal  Administrator  McNutt  on  Colleges 

in  War  Time 

Early  in  January  there  was  a  great  meeting  of  college 
administrators  at  Baltimore,  Maryland  called  by  the  American 
Council  on  Education  to  discuss  problems  and  to  formulate 
policies  for  the  colleges  in  war  time.  On  that  occasion  the 
Federal  Security  Administrator,  Mr.  Paul  V,  McNutt  made  a  speech 
in  which  he  outlined  six  general^ tasks  which  the  colleges  and 
universities  should  do  in  the  war  emergency.  Coming  from  a  man 
in  Mr.  McNutt 's  position  with  his  background,  this  outline  is 
very  interesting.  It  i<5  presented  below: 

"l.  Through  example,  counsel,  and  va^it  prestige,  the 
colleges  can  serve  a<5  bulwarks  of  civil  liberty. 
There  must  be  no  repetition  of  the  persecution  and 
hysteria  which  marked  our  record  in  the  last  war. 

"2.  Through  their  positions  as  the  centers  of  community 
thought  and  education  they  can  serve  to  extend  '^ound 
information  and  discussion,  to  check  and  correct  the 
rumor  and  propaganda  which  i^  a  principal  weapon  of 
the  dictatorships. 

"3%  Through  their  educational  facilities  they  can  train 
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the  men  the  Nation  needs — in  civilian,  induf^trial  and 
military  life — to  make  our  technological  and  material 
mastery  more  certain. 

^'4.  Through  their  influence,  their  facilitie<^,  and  their 
technical  service?^  to  the  communities  they  serve  they 
can  aid  vastly  in  the  extension  of  programs  for  health, 
welfare,  and  recreation  which  are  basic  in  the  strength 
of  a  Nation  and  the  maintenance  of  morale. 

"5»  I  challenge  the  colleges  and  universitie<5  to  tell  the 
story  of  democratic  achievement.  Theirs  is  a  task  to 
analyze  and  add  to  the  record  of  what  hap  made  America 
great . 

"Emotions, too,  are  facts.  America  ha^  not  grown 
nor  ha-^i  any  Nation  grown  great  through  cold  objective 
determinations.   National  morale  and  achievement  is 
composed  of  pride  and  ambition  and  belief.   Sometimes 
even  of  error. 

"A  ba-^i.c  element  in  the  rise  of  any  Nation  is 
the  consciousness  of  the  Nation's  greatness,  the 
recognition  of  its  achievements,  a  unity  born  of  the 
sense  that  its  people  have  a  destiny  together. 

"6,  Sixth,  I  challenge  American  education  to  explore 
America'^  place  in  the  world.  Our  future  is  not  an 
insular  future.   It  is  not  even  a  hemispheric  future. 
It  is  a  world  future.  Economics,  geography,  ethno- 
graphy— view  the  world  through  whatever  gla<5ses  you 
choose-'-this  globe  has  no  detachable  segment '^.  America 
must  understand  the  world  as  it  understands  the 
scientific  proce«?ses  of  agriculture.  The  world  is  our 
affair.  Otherwise,  we  will  merely  be  a  part  of  some- 
body else's  affairs."

When  a  half  dozen  large  individual  purchases  are  substracted 
I  believe  the  pupils  of  the  Brush  School  have  done  a  little  better 
than  the  bulk  of  the  faculty.   Three  hundred  fifty-four  Brush 
School  children  have  bought  ^2300  worth  of  bonds  and  stamps.   Half 
of  the  members  of  the  faculty  have  made  no  pledges  at  all.   This 
is  pretty  discouraging, 

I  cannot  imagine  any  really  acceptable  excuse  why  any  member 
of  the  faculty  should  not  pledge  at  least  the  minimum  amount  of 
his  salary  requested  by  the  G-overnor,   The  argument  that  to  do  so 
would  entail  some  personal  sacrifice  is  pretty  weak  when  viewed 
against  the  background  of  Bataan. 


More  Faculty  Recognition 

Mr.  Segal  to  G^.  lo  Puerto  Rico 

Mr,  Melvin  J,  Segal  of  the  Economics  Department  received 
notice  last  week  that  he  has  been  appointed  Chief  Economist  for 
the  Minimum  Wage  Board  of  the  Department  of  Labor  in  San  Juan, 
Puerto  Rico, 

The  appointment  carries  a  salary  almost  double  that  which 
Mr.  Segal  now  receives,  besides  an  opportunity  for  a  rich  new 
experience  in  the  field  of  public  administration, 

Mr.  Segal  has  asked  a  leave  of  absence  which  the  Board  doubt- 
less will  grant.   He  plans  to  leave  as  soon  as  arrangements  can 
be  made.

TVA  and  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Rural  Education  has  accepted 
the  invitation  to  collaborate  on  the  book.

Wanted  -  Extra  Copies  of  Scholarly  Journals 

The  following  item  is  copied  from  the  current  number  of 
School  and  Society.  Volume  55,  No,  1418,  Saturday,  February  28, 
1942.   We  should  do  all  we  can  to  cooperate.   No  copies  of  such 
Journals  should  be  permitted  to  go  into  the  waste  paper  supply 
from  the  campus. 

"One  of  the  most  difficult  tasks  in  library  reconstruction 
after  the  first  World  V/ar  was  that  of  completing  foreign  in- 
stitutional sets  of  American  scholarly,  scientific  and  technical 
periodicals.   The  attempt  to  avoid  a  duplication  of  that  situ- 
ation is  now  the  concern  of  the  committee, 

"Many  s6ts  of  Journals  will  be  broken  by  the  financial 
inability  of  the  institutions  to  renew  subscriptions.   As  far  as 
possible  they  will  be  completed  from  a  stock  of  periodicals  being 
purchased  by  the  committee.   Many  more  will  have  been  broken 
through  mail  difficulties  and  loss  of  shipments,  while  still 
other  sets  will  have  disappeared  in  the  destruction  of  libraries. 
The  size  of  the  eventual  demand  is  impossible  to  estimate,  but 
requests  received  by  the  committee  already  give  evidence  that 
it  will  be  enormous, 

"V/ith  a  paper  shortage  imminent*  attempts  are  being  made  to 
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collect  old  periodicals  for  pulp.   Fearing  this  possible  reduction 
in  the  already  limited  supply  of  scholarly  and  scientific 
Journals,  the  committee  hopes  to  enlist  the  cooperation  of  sub- 
scribers to  School  and  Society  in  preventing  the  sacrifice  of 
this  type  of  material  to  the  pulp  demand.   It  is  scarcely  neces- 
sary to  mention  the  appreciation  of  this  activity  by  foreign 
institutions  and  scholars, 

"Questions  concerning  the  project  or  concerning  the  value 
of  particular  periodicals  to  the  project  should  be  directed  to 
Wayne  M,  Hartwell,  executive  assistant  to  the  Committee  on  Aid 
to  Libraries  in  War  Areas,  Rush  Rhees  Library,  University  of 
Rochester,  Rochester,  New  York, " 


Disposal  of  College  Equipment 

It  has  been  observed  that  contracts  have  been  made  by  the 
sponsors  of  student  activity  funds  and  other  organization  funds 
for  the  disposal  of  equipment  purchased  from  such  funds. 

All  equipment  purchased  for  the  college,  either  from  state 
appropriations,  student  activity  funds,  or  student  organization 
funds,  is  capitalized  by  the  college  and  can  be  disposed  of  only 
through  legal  condemnation  procedures  which  include  an  appraisal. 

Your  attention  is  respectfully  called  to  the  statutes  of 
the  college  which  provide  as  follows; 

1,  Movable  equipment  purchased  for  or  assigned  to  a 
department  of  the  college  v/ill  be  considered  as  in  the  custody 
of  the  head  of  that  department,  who  will  be  responsible  for  it. 
He  will  report  annually  to  the  Business  Manager  on  all  such 
equipment  as  long  as  it  continues  in  service,  and  will  make 
special  report  whenever  such  equipment  becomes  unservicable,  or 
when  it  becomes  of  no  further  service  to  that  department. 

2.  The  Business  Manager  will  be  expected  to  arrange  for 
the  transfer  of  any  equipment  which  has  become  of  no  further 
service  in  one  department,  but  which  can  be  used  in  some  other 
department,  or  for  the  sale  or  disposition  of  any  equipment  which 
can  no  longer  be  used  by  the  college. 

All  custodians  of  college  property  are  requested  not  to  ente: 
into  trade-in  agreements  for  the  disposal  of  college  equipment 
without  first  consulting  the  Business  Manager.

During  the  last  several  years  we  have  had  a  most  encouraging 
demonstration  of  the  increasing  concern,  loyalty,  and  good  will 
of  the  general  public  in  Southern  Illinois  for  this  College.   We 
want  to  maintain  and  improve  these  relationships  because  a  great 
deal  that  is  very  important  to  the  College  depends  on  them,   ';e 
hope  every  faculty  raem.ber  will  do  his  part. 


Spring  Term  Enrollment 

In  spite  of  the  opportunity  for  employment  and  of  the 
demand  of  the  army  and  the  navy  on  our  young  m.en,  the  enroll- 
ment for  the  spring  term  held  up  remarkably  well.   The  total 
enrollment  as  of  Friday  morning  was  1419,   Doubtless  there  will 
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be  a  few  more  today  and  tomorrow. 

Enrollment  last  spring  was  1885,   While  the  loss  here 
represented  is  smaller  than  most  of  us  connected  with  registra- 
tion estimated  it  would  be,  it  does,  nevertheless,  constitute 
a  serious  loss  and  a  corresponding  loss  in  activity  fees  and 
tuition  income.   We  are  partially  compensating  for  the  loss  in 
tuition  income  by  not  replacing  faculty  members  who  are  called 
away  into  military  service  or  who  leave  the  faculty  for  other 
reasons.   The  loss  in  activity  fees  will  have  to  be  compensatevl 
for  by  a  reduction  in  expenditures  by  the  agencies  who  receive 
the  fees. 

In  the  meantime  we  should  be  working  in  every  way  we  can  to 
secure  a  good  big  freshman  class  next  year.   College  freshmen, 
for  the  most  part,  will  not  be  eligible  for  military  service  for 
several  years;  and  there  is  more,  rather  than  less  reason  now 
why  high  school  graduates  should  get  some  college  training  before 
they  go  into  v/ar  vrork.   Hence,  there  should  be  no  general  re- 
duction in  freshman  classes. 

However,  a  return  of  prosperity  to  the  middle  classes  in 
Southern  Illinois  may  tend  to  reduce  our  freshman  enrollment, 
since  many  people  may  feel  able  again  to  send  their  children  to 
more  expensive  distant  schools.   We  need  to  combat  that  tendency 
by  pointing  out  that  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University  has 
standing  and  prestige  far  beyond  that  of  schools  xfhere  tuition 
is  much  higher. 


A  Request  from  the  Physics  DeTPartment 

Mr,  Young  asks  that  the  following  announcement  be  made: 

"Various  demands  are  being  made  in  the  interest  of  National 
Defense  which  call  for  more  instructors  than  are  now  available 
in  the  Physics  and  Astronomy  Department  and  in  the  Civilian  Pilot

Seamen,  Second  Class,  VI  (includes  V5  and  V7), 

(2)  Civilian  Pilot  Training.   All  subjects  for  both 
Elementary  and  Secondary  courses. 

(5)  Physics  and  Radio  in  ESMDT  Program. 

(4)   Some  courses  in  Physics  and  Astronomy  for  college 
credit. "

Civilian  Instructors  Needed  by  the  Navy

Qualified  men  are  given  a  Civil  Service  ap- 
pointment, permanent  for  the  duration  of  the  emergency,  and  a 
two  to  three  weeks'  course  in  teaching  methods  at  the  Navy 
Teacher-Training  Center,  87th  Street  and  Anthony  Avenue,  Chicago, 
Illinois.   They  are  paid  their  regular  salary  during  this  course, 
at  the  end  of  which  time  they  are  sent  to  one  of  the  Nava.l 
Training  Centers. 

'!No  actual  examination  is  required,  as  candidates  are  se- 
lected on  the  basis  of  their  background  and  experience.   Salaries 
range  from  ^1520  to  $3800  per  year,  depending  upon  the  quali- 
fications of  the  individual."  Detailed  information  may  be  secured 
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from  Miss  Crichton  in  the  President's  Office.

The  Navy  V-1  Pro^gram 

Last  week  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University  was  definitely 
approved  for  full  participation  in  the  Navy  V-1  Program.   Under 
this  program  young  men  under  twenty  years  old  who  are  freshmen 
or  sophomores  in  college  may  enlist  in  the  Naval  Reserve  and 
remain  in  college  to  the  close  of  their  sophomore  year.   Such 
enlistment  will  automatically  defer  them  from  call  into  the 
military  service,  but  it  will  oblige  them  to  enter  upon  active 
duty  in  the  Navy  immediately  upon  their  leaving  college  for  any 
reason  other  than  permianent  illness. 

While  they  are  here,  they  vdll  receive  no  pay  or  subsistence 
from  the  Navy,  and  they  will  be  expected  to  follow  a  program 
only  slightly  different  from  the  regular  liberal  arts  program 
of  this  college.   Near  the  close  of  their  sophomore  year,  they 
will  be  given  a  comprehensive  examination,  and  those  v/ho  pass  it 
will  be  sent  to  an  officers  training  school  and  will  emerge  a 
short  time  later  as  ensigns  (commissioned  officers)  in  the  Navy, 
Those  who  fail  the  examination  will  be  expected  to  enter  active 
duty  as  enlisted  personnel  in  the  Navy  as  soon  as  they  finish 
their  sophomore  year^ 

All  county  sponsors  and  student  representatives  should 
study  the  details  of  this  program  so  that  they  will  be  able  to 
feature  this  opportunity  when  they  make  their  spring  visits  to 
high  schools  in  the  area.   The  Victory  Committee  is  preparing 
a  descriptive  booklet  describing  this  and  other  x^rar  service 
opportunities  for  distribution  to  all  high  school  seniors  this 
year,   A  very  good  account  of  it  appeared  in  The  Free  Press 
for  last  Friday.   Presumably  The  Egyptian  will  also  carry  details 
this  week. 


The  Little  Theatre  Presents  "Everyman" 
Next  Friday  evening,  March  27,  the  Little  Theatre  is  pre- 
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senting  a  Red  Cross  benefit  performance  of  "Everyman. "  This  is 
one  of  the  classic  late  medieval  morality  plays,  and  producing 
it  on  the  college  stage  is  in  itself  a  most  interesting  and 
praiseworthy  project. 

The  entire  proceeds  of  the  play  will  go  to  the  local  Red 
Cross.  There  will  be  no  ticket  sale,  but  a  voluntary  contri- 
bution will  be  taken  up  during  the  intermission. 

We  hope  this  project  will  have  the  generous  support  of  the 
whole  college,  both  for  the  encouragement  of  the  Little  Theatre, 
and  for  the  benefit  of  the  Red  Cross.

interesting.   The  report  is  by  Henry  C.  Badger,  and  is  issued 
hy   the  Carnegie  Corporation, 

The  quotation  follows  beginning  on  page  6  of  the  report: 

"4,   A  total  of  31  institutions  reported  private  gifts  and 
grants  for  current  purposes  amounting  to  $100,000  or  more  per 
school,   G-ifts  of  $1,500,000  or  more  were  reported  by  tvro 
schools,  both  privately  controlled,  and  gifts  totalin-?  from 
$500,000  to  |999,999  each  by  seven  institutions  of  which  five  are 
land-grant  schools, 

"5,   The  fading  line  of  demarcation  between  control  and 
support  of  higher  education,  first  pointed  out  in  the  1939-40 
circular  in  this  series  (no.  188),  is  still  becoming  less  sharp: 

"(a)  Private  gifts  and  grants  for  current  expenses  in- 
creased 32.0  per  cent  among  publicly  controlled  institutions, 
but  only  0,4  of  1  per  cent  among  thos3 under  private  control; 

"(b)   Income  from  public  sources  (appropriations,  tax  levies, 
etc.)  for  current  expenses  increased  13»8  per  cent  among 
privately  controlled  institutions,  but  only  2.4  per  cent  among 
those  under  public  control. "

Important  Board  Action  on  ,the  Retirement  Flan 

The  Teachers  College  Board  in  its  meeting  last  Monday  voted 
to  base  the  retirement  s^.lary  fQ|*  teachers  college  faculty 
members  on  the  total  amount  of  money  each  faculty  member  earns 
during  the  calendar  year  instead  of  on  the  amount  earned  during 
the  regular  nine  months  of  the  school  year.   In  effect  this 
will  mean  the  amount  of  the  retirement  salary  will  be  based  on 
the  average  total  earnings  for  five  years  including  the  sumi'ner 
sessions  that  are  taught  during  the  five  year  period.   This  is 
the  most  generous  possible  interpretation  of  the  law,  and  we 
certainly  appreciate  it. 

There  is  of  course  a  possibility  that  the  retirement  board, 
which  still  has  to  pass  on  the  question,  may  not  accept  the 
recommiendation  of  the  Teachers  College  Board  since  the  situation 
in  the  University  of  Illinois  is  different  from  that  in  the 
teachers  colleges  and  does  not  lend  itself  readily  to  the  sam.e 
interpretation.

Some  Advice  on.  War  Policy  from  Britain 

The  following  paragraphs  are  taken  from  a  reprint  of  an 
article  by  William  H.  Stoneman  in  the  February  3  Chica/yo  Daily 
News  which  appea-red  in  Illinois  Education  for  April.   They  are 
most  interesting,  coming  as  they  do  from  a  country  xv'hich  has 
been  struggling  desperately  for  its  very  existence  for  two  yea.r8 


longer  than  we  have  been  in  the  war. 
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"But  Britain,  in  the  confusion  of  war  time,  has  made  ce-'tai:. 
mistakes  which  have  also  played  a  part  and  vrhich  may  do  the 
same  in  the  United  States  unless  Britain's  lessons  are  learned 
and  used.   British  experience  dictates  the  following  "don'ts" 
to  Americans: 

1.  Don't  close  schools  anywhere  if  you  can  help  it.   Don'-; 
call  up  school  teachers  for  service  or  let  them  enlist;  expand 
instead  of  cutting  down  on  normal  educational  facilities. 

2,  Don't  close  any  clubs  or  other  recreation  centers. 
Increase  activities  of  such  organizations  as  Knights  of  Columbus, 
YMGA,  YITOA,  and  of  all  settlements  and  playvgrounds.   A  good  Boy 
Scout  or  YJVICA  leader  or  a  good  playground  supervisor  can  do  more 
for  his  country  by  sticking  to  his  job  than  by  trying  tc  learn 

to  fire  a  rifle, 

5,   Avoid  the  breakup  of  families  by  conscripting  fathers 
for  mili'Gary  service  or  mothers  for  industry.   If  it  is  necessary 
to  conscript  them  or  to  allow  them  to  enlist,  be  sure  that  every 
child  has  some  responsible  relative  or  friend  to  care  for  him. 

4.   Don't  throv7  an  army  of  youngsters  into  industry  any  old 
way,  and  limit  the  amount  of  cash  paid  to  young  people  employed 
in  industry,  "

The  photography  is  excellent,  and  the  arrange- 
ments and  organization  of  the  material  is  first  classo   Somebody 
did  a  fine  job,  particularly  with  reference  to  the  captions  that 
accompany  the  pictures.   The  booklet  is  a  tribute  to  somebody's 
enterprise  and  good  taste.   ^  shall  preserve  it,  since  it  awakens 
many  memories  that  go  back  to  the  first  day  at  the  opening  of  the 
building  when  I  was  enrolled  in  the  training  school,^' 

I  have  received  several  other  letters  indicating  that  this 
booklet  is  one  of  the  most  significant,  if  not  the  most  significant 
thing,  the  College  has  ever  published.  We  want  to  give  it  as  v;ide 
a  circulation  as  possible  in  places  where  it  xirill  do  the  most 
good. 

During  the  week  I  also  had  a  letter  from  Miss  Sntsminger 
giving  me  an  account  of  the  very  fine  impression  that  Mr.  Bortoi^ 
made  in  an  address  at  Cairo  where  she  x^ras  present. 

My  purpose  in  calling  attention  to  these  two  items  is  two- 
fold.  First,  it  is  always  a  good  thing  to  give  recognition  to 
any  good  work  that  is  done  by  any  person  or  group  connected  with 
the  College.  We  Drobably  never  do  enough  of  that. 
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Second,  a  fev;  years  ago  I  believe  I  mentioned  in  Faculty 
Meeting  one  time  that  the  reputation  of  the  College  will  be 
greatly  enhanced  if  we  will  follow  a  practice  of  which  Columbia 
University  was  then  accused  in  the  facetious  expression  of 
"polishing  each  othei^s  halos".   The  practice  of  having  professional 
people  whose  influence  depends  a  great  deal  on  public  confidence 
and  public  recognition  to  polish  each  other's  halos  is  not  at  all 
a  bad  practice,  and  again  I  would  like  to  recommend  more  of  it 
on  this  campus.   Incidentally,  it  may  be  said  in  passing  that  the 
reverse  of  the  halo  polishing  process  in  which  some  of  us  also 
engage  does  the  College  no  good  and  does  cordial  happy  relations 
on  the  faculty  a  great  deal  of  harm.

The  wide  distribution  of  authorship  and  the  wide  distribution 
among  periodicals  interested  me  very  much, 

A  few  years  ago  one  of  the  common  criticisms  of  teachers 
college  faculties  x>ras  that  they  did  not  engage  in  any  further 
study;  that  they  did  not  publish  any  contributions  in  their  fields, 
I  believe  that  the  volume  of  published  materials  originating  on 
this  campus  would  compare  favorably  with  the  state  university  fac- 
ulties of  similar  size  anywhere.  There  are,  of  course,  questions 
to  be  raised  about  the  quality  of  the  publication^   In  the  nature 
of  things  this  will  vary  greatly  from  person  to  person  and  even 
from  item  to  item  v/hich  is  produced  by  any  particular  person. 
The  criticisms  of  the  college  which  does  not  produce  any  published 
material  is  that  the  college  which  does,  publishes  inferior 
materials.  When  this  charge  is  made,  either  by  one  college 
against  another  or  by  one  department  against  another,  the  burden 
of  proof  is  on  the  one  making  the  charge.   He  needs  to  prove 
not  only  tliat  the  published  material  is  of  inferior  quality  but 
he  needs  also  to  prove  that  he  could  produce  even  that  quality 
of  material  if  he  wanted  to. 

At  all  events  our  publications  record  is  impressive.

Important  Message  from 
The  United  States  Office  of  Education 

The  following  communication  from  the  United  States  Office 
of  Education  on  the  subject  of  inflation  is  worthy  of  reproduc- 
tion in  the  Bulletin. 

Much  more  than  the  public  school  teachers,  we  here  at  the 
teachers  colleges  can  help  build  up  public  sentiment  against  this 
greatest  of  internal  war  dangers.   Indeed  we  personally  have  much 
at  stake,  as  one  of  the  items  in  the  letter  points  out  : 

"We  must  solve  the  problem  of  inflation  if  we  are  going  to 
win  the  war  against  the  Axis.   Here  is  the  statement  made  by  Leon 
Henderson,  Administrator,  Office  of  Price  Administration: 

'In  1942,  there  will  be  at  least  6  billion  dollars  more  of 
buying  power  in  the  market  than  there  was  in  1941.   But — during 
this  year — we  shall  be  forced  to  get  along  with  at  least  9  billion 
dollars  less  of  goods  and  services  than  we  had  last  year.   In 
other  words  we  are  short  15  billion  dollars — and  this  is  the 
present  size  of  your  inflation  problem — and  I  mean  your  problem. 
Keep  always  in  mind  that  this  is  the  stuff  of  which  inflation  is 
made,  and  inflation  will  not  increase  txhe  things  which  people  eat, 
wear  or  live  in. ' 
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"These  facts,  too,  must  be  borne  in  mind: 


1.  Rising  prices  cause  speculation  and  hoarding,  thus  h'15:- 
ing  back  the  production  of  war  and  civilian  goods. 

2.  Rising  prices  especially  affect  those  persons  who  v'ork 
on  fixed  salaries  or  incomes,  such  as  teachers  or  pensioners. 
Considerable  time,  effort,  and  money  are  needed  to  readjust  sucl': 
salaries  to  meet  rising  costs.  And  it  is  increasingly  difficult 
to  get  adequate  budgets  to  meet  these  increased  salar;/  scales, 

3.  If  inflation  continues,  readjusted  salaries  may  soon 
be  out  of  line  again. 

"What  can  administrators,  teachers,  and  students  do  about 
inflation?  Here  are  a  few  suggestions.   You  will  think  of  many 
more: 

1.  We  can  keep  informed  day  by  day  through  the   press, 
through  publications  prepared  especially  for  schools,  and  through 
the  radio  concerning  steps  that  the  Government  is  taking  to  meet 
the  problem  of  inflation.. 

2.  We  can  learn  what  other  democratic  countries  have  done 
about  inflation. 

3.  We  can  discuss  this  problem  at  professional  meetings  of 
teachers  and  administrators, 

4.  Teachers,  pupils,  and  administrators  can  plan  discussions 
forums,  assembly  programs,  units  of  instruction,  radio  programs, 
in  which  the  problem  of  inflation  is  carefully  studied. 

"The  schools  are  in  a  strategic  position  to  bring  about  a 
fundamental  understanding  of  the  problem  of  inflation  and  the 
means  whereby  it  can  be  controlled.   Such  an  understanding  is 
indispensable  if  inflationary  tendencies  are  to  be  brought  under 
control.  And  if  this  problem  is  successfully  solved,  we  shall 
have  won  a  major  victory  in  the  war  effort,"

The  Teachers  College  as  a  Research  Center 

After  reading  our  summary  of  publications  a  few  weeks  -ngo, 
Mr.  Hal  Hall  sent  the  following  quotations  from  Judd  concerning 
research  and  publication  in  teachers  colleges.   His  recommendation. 
pretty  well  describe  our  practices  during  the  past  several  years, 

"In  the  special  field  of  education  psychology  the  members 
of  the  faculties  of  teacher-preparing  institutions  have  an  unsur- 
passed opportunity  to  carry  on  studies  of  a  promising  type.  At 
present,  productive  studies  in  educational  psychology  are  being 
made  for  the  most  part  in  university  departments  of  education. 
The  members  of  the  faculties  of  teacher-preparing  institutions 
ought  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities  which  their  insti- 
tutions afford  to  contribute  to  this  branch  of  the  science  of 
education. 


"What  has  been  said  about  educational  psychology  can  be  re- 
peated with  respect  to  each  of  the  other  lines  of  professional 
inquiry.  Methods  of  teaching,  methods  of  class  management,  and 
methods  of  administration  are  important  subjects  for  scientific 
study  by  a  host  of  workers.   Teacher-preparing  institutions 
must  not  leave  such  scientific  study  to  be  carried  on  only  by 
departments  of  ed-ucstion  in  universities."

Mr.  Beyer  Needs  Help  on  the  War  Bond  Campaign 

Mr,  Beyer,  x-zho  has  generously  assumed  the  heavy  responsi- 
bilities for  the  war  bond  campaign  for  the  City  of  Carbondale, 
asks  that  the  following  announcement  be  carried  in  the  Weekly 
Bulletins 

"Today  marks  the  opening  of  the  national  campaign  in  which 
all  salary  and  wage  earners  in  the  country  will  be  asked  to  in- 
vest regularly  a  part  of  their  income  in  War  Bonds.   Members 
of  the  faculty,  as  well  as  every  other  person  with  an  incom.e 
in  this  community,  will  be  approached  by  volunteer  solicitors. 
These  'Minute  Men' ,  as  they  are  called,  will  provide  pledge 
blanks  which  v/ill  be  filled  in  by  the  people  they  contact. 

"Many  of  our  faculty  have  already  pledged  a  part  of  their 
regular  monthly  salary  for  the  purchase  of  these  bonds^  They 
will  still  be  asked  to  sign  a  pledge  card.   The  card  will  be 
a  re-affirmation  of  the  pledges  already  made,  and  does  not 
constitute  an  additional  pledge.   The  Department  of  the 
Treasury  is  seeking  a  complete  record  of  all  regular  investors 
in  War  Bonds,  and  this  is  only  possible  If  both  nev;  and  old 
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buyers  thereof  register.   On  the  pledge  cards  there  is  a  space 
for  the  present  purchasers  of  bonds  to  indicate  that  they  are 
already  engaging  in  this  systematic  savings  plan. 

"Faculty  members  are  asked  to  inscribe  on  the  pledge  card 
the  statement  that  they  are  Durchasing  their  bonds  through 
S.I.N.U. 

"Ever  since  Pearl  Harbor  many  people  have  been  asking  the 
question,  'How  can  I  helD  my  country  in  this  crisis?  *  An 
opportunity  presents  itself  this  evening  when  a  meeting  of 
the  campaign  vrorkers  is  held,  in  Room  206,  Main  Building  at 
seven-thirty  o'clock.  Many  ^Minute  Men  *will  be  needed  in  this 
drive,  and  the  local  and  regional  leaders  will  be  delighted  if 
some  of  our  faculty  will  offer  a  few  days'  service  in  the  War 
Bond  Campaign. " 


Our  War  Bond  Record  Improves — Too  Slowly 

I  should  like  to  add  the  following  comment  concerning 
the  purchase  of  war  bonds  to  what  Mr.  Beyer  has  said. 

At  the  first  of  each  month  I  have  to  make  a  report 
through  the  Chairman  of  the  College  Board,  to  the  Director  of 
Finance  of  the  State  of  Illinois  on  bond  purchases  at  Southern. 
The  May  1  report  shoiirs  that  twenty-nine  members  of  the  regular 
on-campus  faculty  and  six  members  of  the  Brush  School  staff 
have  not  yet  reported  any  bond  purchases.  As  I  have  said 
before,  this  seems  to  me  to  be  highly  discreditable  to  the 
whole  faculty.   As  a  group  very  generously  paid,  highly 
protected  public  employees,  we  viere   carried  through  the  de- 
pression vrithout  suffering  even  minor  inconveniences  while  ten 
million  of  our  fellow  citizens  were  entirely  unemployed  and 
most  of  the  rest  were  losing  nearly  everything  they  had. 

Now  it  appears  that  too  large  a  number  of  us  want  to  sit 
securely  and  safely  through  the  greatest  crisis  this  country 
has  faced  since  the  Civil  War  without  making  even  so  much 
sacrifice  as  would  be  entailed  in  suspending  a  part  of  our 
regular  savings  program  or  getting  along  without  some  luxuries 
in  order  to  have  money  to  buy  War  Bonds. 

If  some  members  of  the  faculty  are  refusing  to  report 
purchases  actually  made  on  the  principle  that  their  bond 
purchases  are  of  no  concern  to  the  College  or  the  State  author- 
ities, this  shows  an  equally  callous  disregard  for  the  good 
name  of  the  faculty  as  a  whole  and  for  that  of  the  institution 
upon  which  we  all  depend  for  employment,  since  this  is  giving 
the  College  a  bad  reputation  among  the  people  upon  whom  we  shall 
have  to  depend  during  the  rough  days  that  are  ahead  for  the 
continuance  of  our  appropriation. 
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Request  for  Afternoon  and  Evening  Course  Offerings 

A  sub-committee  of  the  Council  of  Administration  met 
Saturday  morning,  May  9,  and  made  the  following  recommendation^^  r 

The  Committee  recommends  that  a  few  departments  volunteer 
to  offer  afternoon  and  evening  courses  on  the  campus  this 
summer.   It  Is  suggested  that  one  afternoon  class  and  two 
evening  classes  be  scheduled  for  the  first  summer  session.   The 
policy  as  to  the  second  summer  session  will  be  determined  by 
the  results  of  the  first.   Tentatively,  the  afternoon  class 
should  meet  at  three  o'clock,  the  time  of  meeting  subject  to 
adjustment  after  the  first  meeting.   Similarly,  evening  classes 
should  meet  at  seven  o'clock. 

The  Committee  recommends  that  the  class  periods  be  no  longe: 
than  two  hours.   The  classes  should  meet  Monday  and  Wednesday 
evenings  and  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings,  respectively. 

There  Is  no  objection  to  scheduling  a  four-hour  course, 
to  be  continued  through  the  twelve  weeks  with  different  instruc- 
tors offering  the  two  halves. 

Concerning  such  classes  for  the  fall  term,  It  Is  recom- 
mended that  each  division  schedule  at  least  one  five,  six,  or 
seven  o'clock  on-campus  class.  At  least  some  of  these  should 
satisfy  curriculum  requirements. 

It  Is  requested  that  these  be  submitted  to  the  Office  of 
the  Registrar  within  the  week  In  order  to  be  Included  on  the 
printed  program  for  the  summer  session.

Accordingly,  I  would  like  to  request  that  each 
member  of  the  faculty  who  is  called  upon  to  permit  students  to 
leave  class  before  the  hour  is  over  continue  to  allovr  them  to 
do  so. 


An  Outside  Reading  Report 

The  current  number  of  the  Bulletin  of  the  American  Associ- 
ation of  University  Professors  contains  a  number  of  interesting 
matters.   The  first  article  presented  describes  a  violation  of 
academic  freedom  at  Winthrop  College  in  which  a  member  of  our 
present  faculty  was  one  of  the  unhappy  victims. 

The  second  article  concerning  social  security  coverage  of 
teachers  college  faculties  was  chiefly  interesting  because  of 
the  fact  that  the  colleges  in  Illinois  now  have  a  kind  of 
coverage  in  our  Retirement  Plan  which  is  very  much  better  than 
social  security  coverage  would  be. 

I  was  most  interested  in  the  article  by  Dr.  Scott  of  the 
University  of  Missouri  on  "Professors  Administrant . "  He  had 
some  interesting  things  to  say  about  the  demoralizing  asoects 
of  the  presidency  of  the  college,  but  the  most  interesting  part 
of  the  article  was  the  last  part  of  it  in  which  he  described 
how  a  university  faculty  should  function. 

Next  to  School  and  Society  the  Bulletin  of  the  American 
Association  of  University  Professors  is  the  most  interesting, 
stimulating  periodical  on  college  administration  that  I  know 
anything  about. 
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Correcting  an  Error 

A  grievous  mistake  was  made  in  last  week's  Bulletin  re- 
porting bond  sales.   The  implication  of  what  was  said  was  thot 
the  Brush  School  teachers  had  not  purchased  any  bonds.  About 
a  month  ago  an  item  appeared  in  the  Bulletin  in  which  the  Bri?sh 
School  teachers  and  children  were  credited  with  buying  more 
bonds  and  stamps  than  the  rest  of  the  faculty  had  purchased  up 
to  that  time. 

The  facts  in  the  case  are  that  all  of  the  Brush  School 
teachers  have  made  substantial  purchases  of  war  bonds,  but  that 
they  have  made  them  through  the  Carbondale  Public  Schools  and 
not  through  the  college. 

Incidentally,  several  members  of  the  Brush  School  staff  also 
assisted  in  the  bond  pledge  campaign  last  week.

Faculty  Publications 

Mr,  Edward  X'',  Miles,  Business  Manager  of  the  College,  hc?s 
a  very  important  article  in  the  current  number  of  the  University 
Administration  Quarterly.   The  title  of  the  article  is,  "Tiie 
Responsibility  of  Business  Management  in  a  Teachers  College", 
The  substance  of  the  article  is  based  on  the  section  of  our  ne^'/ 
administrative  organization  which  was  adopted  by  the  Faculty  some 
time  ago.   The  article  describes  the  part  of  our  administrative 
organization  which  relates  to  business  management  which  xi^as 
originally  dravm  up  by  Mr.  Miles  for  the  Committee  of  the  Council 
of  Administration  which  formulated  the  statutes. 

Mr.  Miles'  success  with  this  article  gives  rise  to  the 
suggestion  that  other  portions  of  this  document  might  well  be 
published  by  the  persons  who  were  most  responsible  for  them  in 
this  or  other  periodicals  that  deal  with  school  administration. 
I  believe  that  Southern  Illinois  Normal  University  is  making  a 
significant  contribution  in  the  development  of  democratic  vrork- 
able  procedures  for  college  administration  and  that  it  is  de- 
sirable that  the  work  we  are  doing  be  given  public  recognition. 

Mr.  Judson  T.  Landis  of  the  Sociology  Department  reports 
.    two  articles  in  the  May  numbers  of  periodicals  given  to  the  field 
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of  Sociology.   The  first  is,  "Social-Psychological  Factors  of 
Aging"  appearing  in  Social  Forces  for  May,  1942.   The  second 
is  a  book  review  of  Family  Living  and  Our  Schools  appearing  in 
Social  Education  for  May,  1942.   Social  Education  is  the  offici9l 
journal  of  the  National  Council  for  the  Social  Studies  published 
by  the  Education  Department  of  Columbia  University. 

Mr.  Lendell  Cockrum,  student  director  of  the  College  Husvurn, 
has  an  article  entitled  "The  Lizard  -  A  Unit  in  Elementary 
Science"  in  the  June  issue  of  The  Grade  Teacher. 

V/e  are  ending  the  regular  school  year  of  1942-43  with  a 
most  remarkable  record  for  faculty  publications.   Looking  back 
through  the  various  numbers  of  the  weekly  bulletins,  we  have  not 
only  kept  up  our  boasted  record  of  an  article  or  a  book  a  week 
but  almost  doubled  it.  We  hope  the  faculty  will  be  able  to  keep 
up  the  good  work. 


Faculty  List  for  Next  Year  Approved 

The  Teachers  College  Board  met  at  Macomb  last  Monday 
and  approved  the  faculty  list  and  the  salary  schedules  for 
the  forthcoming  year.  Faculty  members  who  do  not  receive 
official  notice  from  the  office  of  a  change  in  salary  or  status 
will  understand  that  th-eir  status  and  salary  next  year  v/ill  re- 
main unchanged. 

The  Illinois  teachers  colleges  are  fortunate  in  that  they 
have  not  yet  been  compelled  to  make  any  drastic  reductions  in 
staff  because  of  war  conditions.  What  will  happen  after  next 
year  will  depend  UDon  three  factors:  first,  on  how  serious  the 
war  situation  becomes,  second,  on  v/hat  happens  to  our  enrollment 
during  the  coming  year,  and  third,  on  x^rhether  or  not  we  will  be 
able  to  secure  the  same  appropriation  for  the  forthcoming  bi- 
ennium  which  we  have  had  for  this  biennium.   It  is  not  too  early 
to  begin  work  hard  on  the  two  of  these  three  factors  over  which 
we  can  have  some  significant  influence. 

The  question  of  promotions  in  rank  in  this  College  was  not 
presented  to  the  Board  at  the  May  meeting  for  two  reasons  that 
will  be  explained  in  an  early  issue  of  the  Weekly  Bulletin  in 
which  the  whole  problem  relating  to  promotions  will  be  presented 
along  with  the  recommendations  made  by  the  Faculty  Senate,

We  Are  Asked  to  Do  Better  on  Bond  Buying 

The  following  letter  from  Mr.  James  A.  Eaton,  Assistant 
Director  of  Registration  and  Education,  who  is  handling  the  drive 
to  get  state  employees  to  buy  war  savings  bonds,  is  reprinted  for 
the  information  of  the  faculty: 

"In  cooperation  with  the  request  of  the  Federal  Government, 
Code  Departments  of  the  State  of  Illinois  are  requesting  all  State 
employees  to  buy  'WAR  SAVINGS  BONDS',  liberally.   In  January, 
State  employees  were  asked  to  pledge  two  per  cent  of  their  pay  eaci 
month  for  that  purpose.  They  responded  beautifully  to  that  re- 
quest, the  State  as  a  whole  paying  into  that  fund  about  four  per 
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cent.   Now,  the  Federal  Crovernment  finds  it  needs,  and  is  asking 
for,  a  pledge  of  ten  per  cent. 

"Governor  Dwight  H.  Green,  therefore,  is  asking,  through  his 
Code  Departments,  all  employees  to  comply  with  this  request  inso- 
far as  it  is  consistent  with  their  ability  to  do  so, 

"Ever  since  the  attack  on  Pearl  Harbor,  we  have  been  asking 
the  question,  'Kow  can  I  help  my  country  in  this  crisis?'   Many 
of  us,  because  we  are  too  old,  physically  unfit,  or  for  some  other 
reason,  are  unable  to  join  the  fighting  forces,  so  tliis  is  the 
one  way  we  can  help  win  this  war  I  The  least  we  can  do  is  to  give 
our  moral  support  and  our  money.  We  are  asking,  'Wm  you  help 
do  this  job?»" 

The  record  of  this  faculty  is  still  very  far  below  what  it 
ought  to  be  and  far  below  the  10/^  which  is  now  suggested.   I 
should  like  to  be  able  to  report  within  the  week  to  Mr.  Dill,  who 
is  handling  the  group  employee  drive  in  Ca.rbondale,  that  one 
hundred  per  cent  of  the  members  of  the  faculty  of  Southern  Illinois 
Normal  University  have  made  at  least  some  pledge.   We  ought  to  be 
able  to  do  as  well  as  the  coal  miners  and  laundry  workers. 


Annual  Reports  are  Due  July  1. 

Following  a  custom  which  was  established  some  years  ago,  all 
department  heads,  the  heads  of  the  independent  offices  and  agencies 
of  the  college,  and  the  chairmen  of  the  more  important  committees 
are  all  asked  to  file  brief  annual  reports  covering  the  past  year. 

We  should  like  to  have  these  reports  in  the  Office  about 
July  1. 


Work  for  Fall  Term  Enrollment 

Through  every  agency  of  the  college  and  through  every  avenue 
of  approach  to  the  public,  we  ought  to  be  working  very  hard  to 
build  up  our  fall  term  enrollment.   The  best  means  for  doing  this 
is  constantly  to  emphasize  the  fact  that  we  are  offering  a  very 
full  program  of  pre-military  training  here,  and  that  an  able 
high  school  graduate  will  be  doing  his  patriotic  duty  best  by 
going  to  college  next  fall  and  preparing  himself  for  some  one  of 
the  special  technical  military  services  that  the  rank  and  file 
of  drafted  men  cannot  do. 

We  should  also  begin  to  disseminate  the  information  that  we 
are  going  to  do  everything  we  can  to  encourage  workers  at  the 
Ordnance  Plant  who  ought  to  be  in  college  to  carry  at  least  part- 
time  work  next  fall.  To  this  end  we  shall  try  to  have  a  rather 
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full  offering  of  regular  college  work  in  early  evening  classes, 
meeting  between  five  and  nine  o'clock,  timed  so  that  students  who 
work  the  day  shift  at  the  plant  can  take  them  and  yet  have  the 
later  part  of  the  evening  free  If  they  want  it  that  way.  Depart- 
ment heads  should  be  planning  their  courses  to  meet  this  problem 
now  since  this  appears  one  of  the  most  promising  ways  for  keeping 
up  our  enrollment  and  maintaining  our  services  in  war  time.

Considering  the  uncertainties  of  the  war,  the 
rubber  shortage  and  the  threatened  gasoline  rationing^  and  the 
increased  opportunities  for  employment  of  all  sorts,  this  is 
remarkable. 

Part  of  it  no  doubt  is  due  to  the  strenuous  efforts  which 
we  have  made  to  maintain  our  enrollment.  Let  us  keep  up  the  good 
work  for  the  fall  term.

Most  of  the  work  was  done  on  our  campus  with  students  of  this 
and  competing  schools.

I.  Griffith,  Director  of  Public  Relations  of  the  Illinois 
Education  Association  are  to  be  on  the  campus  to  conduct  a 
conference  sponsored  by  the  I.  E.  A.   Three  panel  discussions 
on  the  topics  "Teacher  Tenure,"  "Teacher  Retirement,"  and 
"Certification"  constitute  the  program.   The  meetings  are  to 
be  held  in  the  Little  Theatre  the  second  hour  (9:00  -  Topic: 
"Teacher  Tenure"),  the  fourth  hour  (10:50  -  Topic:  "Teacher 
Retirement"),  and  at   two  o'clock  (Topic:  "Certification"). 

Since  we  believe  that  this  conference  is  important  and  that 
a  good  attendance  at  these  meetings  is  important  to  the  college, 
we  shall  be  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  faculty  if  they  will 
announce  the  meetings  and  encourage  students  to  attend  them. 
In  classes  dealing  with  related  matters,  students  might  even 
be  excused  from  classes  meeting  at  the  hours  designated  above.  " 


Abuse  of  Library  Privileges 

There  are  on  my  desk  copies  of  some  twenty  letters  written 
by  the  library  to  members  of  the  faculty  about  books  which 
these  faculty  members  have  had  out  of  the  library  for  periods 
of  six  months  or  more.  The  worst  individual  case  that  I  observe 
goes  back  to  1932.   The  worst  single  offender  on  total  number 
of  books  requires  more  than  a  whole  page  to  list  the  titles  of  the 
books  he  has  removed  from  the  college  library  to  his  own  book- 
shelves. 

There  is  no  conceivable  justification  for  keeping  any  book 
out  of  the  library  for  more  than  a  term,  and  even  this  should 
be  done  very  rarely.   If  a  faculty  member  really  intends  to  read 
a  book,  two  weeks  should  be  time  enough  to  do  that.   If  he 
doesn't  intend  to  read  it,  but  needs  it  only  for  occasional 
reference,  the  library  is  the  place  for  it  to  be  kept.   There  is 
no  more  justification  for  letting  faculty  members  remove  books 
from  public  libraries  for  long  periods  of  time  than  there  is 
for  students  to  do  so.  Books  which  a  faculty  mem.ber  needs  for 
daily  reference  in  his  own  work  he  should  buy,  just  as  any  otiier 
craftsman  is  expected  to  buy  his  ox/n  tools  for  personal  use. 

Hereafter,  at  the  close  of  each  term,  each  faculty  member 
is  expected  to  clear  his  record  at  the  library.   The  library 
is  asked  to  send  to  this  office,  one  week  after  the  close  of  each 
term,  a  list  of  the  nemes  of  persons  vjho  are  delinquent  at  the 
library.

University  High  School  Test  Results 
on  State-Wide  Test 

Mr.  George  Thompson  has  just  reported  the  results  of  the  Stat 
Wide  High  School  Test  (sponsored  by  all  the  colleges  of  Illinois) 
which  he  gave  to  the  juniors  and  seniors  of  the  University  High 
School. 

These  tests  were  given  here  the  same  week  in  which  they 
were  given  to  other  cooperating  high  schools  in  J'^llinois, 
Papers  were  graded,  results  Xirere  tabulated,  and  norms  were  de- 
termined in  the  College  of  Education  at  the  University  of 
Illinois.  Hence,  results  are  exactly  comparable, 
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The  results  are  very  interesting.  Among  other  tilings,  they 
show  that,  as  a  group,  University  High  School  juniors  and  seniors 
are  accelerated  in  reading  approximately  25  percentiles  above 
their  percentile  placement  in  intelligence.   Experience  with 
reading  and  intelligence  tests  shows  that,  as  a  rule,  groups  do 
not  make  reading  scores  much  above  or  below  their  intelligence. 

University  High  School  juniors  and  seniors,  as  a  group, 
have  a  reading  achievement  on  this  Illinois  High  School  Test, 
which  is  25  percentiles  above  their  intelligence  rating.  Further- 
more, the  median  percentile  rankings  on  all  other  phases  of 
the  test  also  are  substantially  above  the  corresponding 
percentile  rankings  in  intelligence.   The  gap  is  particularly 
striking  in  reading  comprehension,  social  science,  and  in 
literature. 

These  facts  speak  well  for  the  work  of  the  University  High 
School  faculty.   For  some  years  I  have  observed,  that  the  Univer- 
sity High  School  usually  places  more  than  its  proportionate 
share  of  freshmen  college  students  among  the  high  scholarship 
group  in  tiie  freshman  class. 

One  of  the  most  severe  instructional  problems  which  the 
public  high  school  has  had  to  face  has  come  about  as  a  result  of 
its  transformation  from  a  strictly  college  preparatory  school 
to  a  secondary  school  educating  almost  all  young  people  of 
high  school  age.   It  is  estimated  that  approximately  10%   of  all 
persons  of  high  school  age  are  now  in  school  as  compared  with 
6.7^  fifty  years  ago.  Today  the  high  school  must  educate  young 
people  having  a  wide  range  of  intelligence  and  widely  deviating 
interests  due  to  differences  in  home  backgrounds.   To  plan  work 
which  will  challenge  the  abilities  and  interests  of  so  hetero- 
geneous a  group  is  a  hard  problem.  Many  high  schools  have  clung 
to  the  traditional  college  preparatory  curriculum,  with  the 
resCilt  that  large  numbers  of  boys  and  girls  of  low  and  average 
scholastic  ability  are  eliminated  every  year.  Other  high  schools, 
in  their  efforts  to  adjust  their  instruction  to  tiie  abilities  and 
interests  of  the  large  number  of  slox>rer  students  who  now  crowd 
into  the  high  schools,  have  sadly  neglected  the  students  of 
superior  ability. 

The  results  of  the  State  Wide  Tests  afford  considerable 
evidence  to  the  effect  that  the  curriculum  of  the  University  High 
School  is  well  adjusted  to  the  needs  of  students  at  all  levels 
of  intelligence.   For  example,  a  member  of  the  junior  class 
whose  intelligence  score  placed  her  at  the  79th  percentile  (she 
surpassed  79^  of  the  juniors  in  Illinois  who  took  the  test)  was 
at  the  99th  percentile  in  reading  comprehension,  in  the  vocabulary 
of  the  social  studies  and  literature.   That  is  to  say,  this 
student  surpassed  99^  of  the  high  school  students  in  Illinois 
(who  took  the  test)  in  reading  comprehension,  social  studies  and 
literary  vocabulary,  even  though  she  was  surpassed  by  20^  of  the 
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students  taking  the  intelligence  test .►  A  senior  student  at  the 
56th  percentile  in  intelligence  ^ she  surpassed  bQ%   of  the  high 
school  students  taking  the  intelligen:;e  test)  placed  at  the 
59th  percentile  in  reading  rate,  the  85th  percentile  in  readir.?: 
comprehension,  the  56th  percentile  in  social  studies  vocsbule:":', 
the  80th  percentile  in  literature  vocabulary  and  the  70th  per- 
centile in  physical  science  vocabulary. 

Perhaps  most  striking  was  the  achievement  of  the  slower 
students.   One  senior  who  placed  at  the  first  percentile  in 
intelligence  (she  was  surpassed  by  99^  of  the  students  taking 
the  intelligence  test)  was  at  the  25th  percentile  in  reading 
rate,  the  34th  percentile  in  reading  comprehension,  the  43rd 
percentile  in  social  studies  vocabulary,  the  25th  percentile  in 
literature  Vocabulary  and  the  44th  percentile  in  physical  science 
vocabulary. 

The  members  of  the  University  High  School  faculty  are  to  be 
heartily  congratulated  on  the  fine  showing  of  their  junior  and 
senior  students  on  this  state  wide  test.   Results  for  this  and 
other  high  schools  of  Illinois  taking  the  test  are  on  file  in 
the  Office  of  the  Dean  of  Men.

Credit  for  War  Bond  Purchases 

There  seems  to  be  some  serious  misunderstanding  on  the  part 
of  some  members  of  the  faculty  about  the  credit  that  is  being 
received  by  the  faculty  as  a  whole  for  the  purchase  of  war 
bonds.   Not  only  does  the  college  not  receive  any  credit  at 
Springfield  or  locally  for  bonds  that  are  bought  by  faculty 
members  from  off-campus  agencies,  but  it  actually  has  been 
getting  a  good  deal  of  obloquy  because  the  fact  that  several 
members  of  the  staff  have  been  buying  their  bonds  elsewhere. 

So  far  our  monthly  reports  have  made  us  appear  to  have  the 
worst  record,  not  only  among  the  five  teachers  colleges  of 
Illinois,  but  among  all  the  large  public  and  private  organi- 
zations in  Jackson  County.   Our  Business  Office  is  able  to 
report  only  the  number  and  value  of  pledges  and  purchases  that 
are  actually  made  through  the  Office.   It  cannot  claiai  crec.it 
for  bonds  purcJiased  on  any  pledge  made  elsewhere  or  any  verbal 
or  written  statement  about  them.   Those  are  the  rules  which  we 
did  not  make,  but  by  which  we  are  being  judged. 

I  find  it  hard  to  understand  why  a  member  of  the  college 
staff  should  want  to  bring  discredit  on  the  institution  by 
whiCxh  he  is  employed  and  the  profession  of  which  he  is  a  member 
by  refusing  to  manage  his  bond  purchases  in  such  a  way  that 
proper  credit  will  be  given. 


More  Faculty  Recognition 

Mr.  J.  W.  Neckers,  Mr.  T,  W.  Abbott,  and  Mr.  K.  A.  Van 
Lente,  joint  authors  of  an  excellent  laboratory  manual  publishec' 
by  the  T.  V.  Crowell  Company  in  1941,  entitled  Experimental 
Q-eneral  Chem,istry .  recently  received  an  advertising  folder 
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for  the  manual  in  v/hich  there  are  listed  51  colleges  and  junior 
colleges  in  the  United  States  where  it  is  used.   The  colleges 
are  listed  by  states  and  the  manual  is  in  use  in  25  of  the 
48  states. 

Along  with  the  list  of  adoptions  during  1941-42  there  goes 
a  long  list  of  enthusiastic  expressions  of  approval  for  the 
manual  coming  from  Chemistry  Departments  in  several  dozen 
different  institutions.  This  apparently  is  fast  becoming  an 
outstanding,  if  not  the  outstanding,  laboratory  manual  in  its 
field.  We  all  should  be  proud  of  this  success  in  one  of  the 
fields  in  which  our  college  is  especially  strong, 

Mr.  Sdv/ard  C.  McDonagh  of  the  Sociology  Department  recently 
received  official  word  that  he  has  been  elected  as  a  "Member 
in  Course"  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa  at  the  University  of  Southern 
California.  Mr.  McDonagh  was  one  of  five  Ph.D's  elected  into 
this  society  at  the  University  of  Southern  California  this 
year.   I  am  sure  we  all  extend  to  Mr,  McDonagh  our  heartiest 
congratulations  on  this  honor. 

Miss  Tina  G-oodwin  of  the  Brush  Training  School,  while 
attending  the  University  Pf  Tennessee  last  summer,  was  chair- 
man of  a  committee  which  prepared  the  material  presented  in 
Chapter  II  of  the  recent  bulletin  issued  by  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Education  of  Tennessee  entitled  Suggestions  for 
Reducing  Failure  and  Retardation  in  the  Primar?/  G-rades.

Reading  Assignment  for  Faculty  Meeting 

The  monthly  faculty  meeting  this  month  will  be  held  on 
Wednesday,  July  1.  At  this  meeting  the  first  matter  for  dis- 
cussion will  be  the  propoced  educational  program  upon  which  the 
College  will  embark  if  the  bills  to  make  it  a  University  of 
Southern  Illinois  pass.  A  tentative  program, drawn  up  to  form 
a  basis  for  suggestion,  criticism,  and  constructive  thinking, 
was  printed  in  the  Egyptian  last  week.  Members  of  the  faculty 
are  asked  to  read  this  outline  in  the  Sgyiot ian  before  coming  to 
the  meeting  in  order  to  save  the  trouble  of  having  it  read  in 
the  meeting.   The  items  on  this  outline  are  arranged  in  the  order 
of  their  immediate  feasibility  rather  than  in  the  order  of  their 
desirability.   At  this  meeting  we  hope  to  accomplish  at  least 
two  purposes:   First,  we  would  like  to  hear  from  members  of  the 
faculty,  who  are  not  on  the  Planning  Committee  or  the  Curriculum 
Committee,  any  suggestions  that  they  may  have  for  altering  or 
extending  this  tentative  program.   In  this  connection,  we  would 
also  appreciate  having  definite  suggestions  about  how  the  program 
may  be  carried  to  the  people  to  secure  their  interest  and  support. 

Second,  we  would  like  to  have  each  part  of  the  program 
placed  under  special  study  and  scrutiny  by  the  departm.ents  whose 
fields  are  involved.  We  would  like  to  have  each  of  the  Divisions 
of  the  College  separate  from  the  outline  those  portions  of  it 
which  lie  within  the  fields  covered  by  the  Division  and  study 
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the  feasibility  of  what  is  proposed,  estimate  the  costs  in  equip- 
ment and  personnel,  and  make  suggestions  about  what  reorganiza- 
tion would  be  necessary'"  to  carry  out  the  plans  that  are  finally 
agreed  upon. 

We  should  like  to  have  the  Division  Chairmen  assume  the 
resDonsibility  for  appointing  a  good,  imaginative,  hard-working 
committee  to  prepare  a  br'.ef  but  carefully  studied  report  on 
what  the  Division  is  prepared  to  do,  what  it  would  like  to  see 
attempted,  and  what  it  would  need. 

In  Divisions  where  there  ?ire  tvro   or  more  separate,  unrelated 
departments,  as  for  example  in  Practical  Arts  and  Crafts,  it 
might  be  well  to  appoint  several  separate  comm.ittees.   There 
certainly  should  be  one   on  business  education,  one  on  industrial 
education,  and  one  on  agriculture.   This  also  will  be  left  to 
the  discretion  of  the  Division  Chairmen. 

These  reports  ought  to  be  completed  no  later  than  the 
September  faculty  meeting  about  September  15, 


Annual  Parent  Teacher  Association  Conference 

We  are  presenting  below  some  paragraphs  taken  from  a  letter 
written  by  Mr.  Cisne  of  our  faculty  to  members  of  the  Parent 
Teachers  Associations  in  Southern  Illinois.   The  letter  explains 
itself*. 

"The  Seventh  Annual  Conference  of  the  Illinois  Congress 
of  Parents  and  Teachers  will  be  held  on  this  campus  on  Tuesday, 
Wednesday,  and  Thursday  of  this  week. 

"The  individuals  in  charge  this  year  are  Mrs.  Christian 
Koch  of  Rock  Island,  State  Rural  Service  Chairman  and  3rd  Vice- 
President  of  the  Illinois  Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers;  and 
Mrs.  Frank  A.  Damm  of  Chicago,  1st  Vice-President  of  the  Illinois 
Congress  of  Parents  and  Teachers.   These  outstanding  speakers  and 
workers  are  well  known  throughout  the  state  and  insure  that  the 
high  standard  of  past  meetings  will  be  maintained. 

"A  special  meeting  for  the  public  is  set  for  Thursday  after- 
noon, at  2  o'clock  in  the  Old  Gymnasium.   All  Parent  Tescher 
Association  workers  and  others  interested  are  urged  to  attend 
this  round-up  and  final  meeting  of  the  conference.   In  previous 
years,  local  workers  and  those  of  near-by  units  have  attended 
this  final  meeting  in  substantial  numbers." 

A  mimeographed  program  of  the  meeting  together  with  a 
blank  for  the  use  of  instructors  who  send  classes  to  the  various 
conferences  has  already  been  issued  to  the  faculty  members. 
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Faculty  Recog:nltlon 

Mr.  Landis  of  our  faculty  and  his  brother,  Paul  H.  Lanlis 
of  Washington  State  College,  published  a  high  school  textbooli 
in  sociology  which  we  announced  some  time  ago.  Recently,  Mr. 
Landis  sent  us  some  printed  announcements  that  tell  something- 
about  the  success  of  the  book. 

This  text  in  sociology  has  been  the  leader  in  the  field  - 
high  school  sociology  since  publication.   The  text  is  used  in 
every  state  in  the  Union  and  has  been  adopted  by  approximate!;: 
1,000  schools  in  12  mid-western  states.   It  has  over  2,000 
adoptions  in  the  United  States  and  has  sold  more  than  100,000 
copies. 

It  is  the  state-adopted  text  in  Utah. 

It  has  been  adopted  in  city  schools,  such  as  Washington, 
D.  C,,  Philadelphia,  Rochester,  Syracuse,  Cincinnati,  Toledo, 
Chicago,  Peoria,  Fort  Wayne,  Flint,  Des  Moines,  Madison,  Bill 
Los  Angeles,  San  Diego,  Honolulu,  Birmingham. 
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Incidentally  Mr,  Landis  has  oublished  nine  magazine  articles 
in  his  field  during  the  past  year. 


Mrs.  Julia  Neely  of  the  English  Department  has  been  chosen 
as  one  of  the  speakers  at  the  Institute  on  Teaching  English  at 
St.  Louis  University  on  July  7.  This  is  one  of  three  sessions 
held  for  in-service  English  teachers,  and  her  subject  will  be 
"Correlation  of  English  and  other  Subjects". 

Mr,  Louis  G-ellermann  has  been  designated  by  the  Psycholog'icsO 
Division  of  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Authority  at  Washington  as 
the  Chief  Examiner  for  giving  mental  and  psychological  tests  to 
candidates  for  ttie  aviation  programs  of  the  GAA,  the  Army  and 
the  Navy  in  Southern  Illinois.   This  position  was  given  him  upon 
recommendation  of  the  National  Research  Council,   Mr.  Crellermrnn 
will  be  paid  for  the  examinations  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics 
Association  on  a  fee  basis. 


State  Surv ey  of  College  Positions 

G-overnor  Green  has  instituted  the  first  thorough  sclent  if  i 
survey  of  all  of  the  services  of  the  State  of  Illinois  which 
has  been  made  since  the  Civil  Administrative  Code  was  adopted 
in  the  Lowden  Administration.  The  survey  of  higher  educational 
institutions  vrhich  is  being  made  by  Dean  Works  and  Dean  G-ray  is 
a  part  of  this  program.  The  surveys  are  being  made  by  outside 
non-political  agencies  in  every  case,  and  the  direction  of  them 
is  being  financed  with  some  foundation  funds, 
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This  is  a  highly  significant  piece  of  first-class  statesmanship 
to  which  every  state  agency  should  give  its  fullest  cooperation. 


One  phase  of  the  survey  consists  of  the  analysis  of  all  of 
the  positions  in  the  State  Service.   This  is  being  made  inde- 
pendently of  the  survey  of  higher  institutions.   I  liave  the  fol- 
lowing letter  concerning  a  visit  of  this  Survey  Committee  to  our 
campus: 


"You  will  recall  the  classification  questionnaires  which 
employees  in  your  agency  completed  some  time  ago.   The  question- 
naires have  been  carefully  reviewed.   In  order  to  be  sure  that 
we  have  a  thorough  understanding  of  responsibilities  and  organ- 
izational relationships  of  positions,  and  to  clarify  questionnaires, 
as  necessary,  we  have  scheduled  visits  to  each  of  the  state 
institutions.   Mr.  Fesler,  Mr.  Friedman,  and  Mr.  Graham  plan  to 
visit  your  institution  July  2  at  9:00  AM, 

"Since  the  employees  may  have  questions  as  to  the  survey, 
I  should  like  to  ask  that  they  be  notified  of  our  coming.  One 
of  the  staff  members  v/ill  be  available  to  talk  generally  with 
employees  and  explain  the  survey  to  them  for  a  brief  period, 
after  arrival  at  the  institution. 

"I  should  like  to  reiterate  what  v/e  mentioned  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  survey  -  namely,  we  are  not  concerned  with  party 
affiliation,  present  salary,  or  educational  background  of  the 
employees.  We  are  interested  solely  in  job  responsibilities  and 
difficulties. "

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Request  to  Schedule  Svening  Classes 

The  Victory  Committee  intends  to  publish  a  leaflet  to 
encourage  men  and  women  now  employed  at  the  Ordnance  Plant  to 
attend  evening  classes  at  the  College.   All  departments  of  the 
College  are  urged  to  schedule  at  least  one  class  to  meet  after 
six  o'clock  in  the  evening.   These  classes  should  be  courses 
that  will  count  toward  graduation  rather  than  purely  specialize 
ones.   The  Curriculum  Committee  has  recommended  that  no  classes 
carrying  four  quarter  hours  or  more  of  credit  be  taught  less 
than  twice  a  week  for  twelve  weeks  or  once  a  week  for  sixteen 
weeks.

Library  Vacation  Loans 

The  following  note  has  been  received  from  the  Library: 

"The  Library  is  receiving  requests  from  faculty  members 
who  will  be  on  leave  next  term  to  take  books  out  for  the  term 
for  their  own  personal  use.   Some  want  to  keep  such  books  out 
until  September. 

"We  have  never  met  this  request  before  because  there  has 
been  only  one  summer  term.   Heretofore  v/hen  faculty  members 
wanted  to  take  out  books  at  the  end  of  the  summer  term  they  were 
permitted  to  do  so  because  school  was  not  in  session." 

The  Library  has  been  given  the  authority  to  grant  such 
requests  at  the  discretion  of  the  librarians.   Books  on  reserve 
for  second  term  classes  should  be  loaned  only  when  there  are 
several  duplicate  copies, and  bound  volumes  of  periodicals  and 
other  reference  books  not  usually  loaned  should  also  be  held  en 
the  shelves.   Otherwise,  faculty  requests  should  be  granted. 

At  this  time  I  should  like  to  call  attention  again  to  a 
ruling  announced  in  the  Bulletin  for  June  3,  namely: 

"Hereafter  at  the  close  of  each  term,  each  faculty  m.ember 
is  expected  to  clear  xhis  record  at  the  Library.   The  Library 
is  asked  to  send  to  this  office  one  week  after  the  close  of 
each  term,  a  list  of  the  names  of  persons  who  are  delinquent 
in  this  matter. " 

Mr.  Bosley  wishes  the  following  announcement  to  be  made 
also: 

"Some  time  ago  the  Library  Committee  ruled  that  no  student.

We  Open  a  Second  Summer  Term 

For  the  first  time  in  about  ten  years,  we  are  opening 
a  second  summer  session-   I  happen  to  have  been  present  as  a 
student  at  the  first  second  summer  session  which  was  ever 
opened  by  the  College  in  the  summer  of  1921.   I  recall  that  to 
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me,  as  a  student,  it  seemed  a  somewhat  disappointing  experience.

We  shall  probably  have  a  very  small  attendance  this  time 
with  a.  corresponding  slump  in  all  of  the  activities  of  the  College, 
More  than  usual  it  will  be  up  to  the  faculty  to  make  the  six 
weeks  worthwhile  for  the  students.   We  need  to  have  better  teach- 
ing than  usual  in  order  to  compensate  for  the  lack  of  tne  other 
usual  appurtenances  of  college  life.

Summer  Term  Enrollment 

Enrollment  for  the  second  summer  term  has  reached  a  total 
of  634  which  is  at  least  twice  the  number  that  some  of  us  ex- 
pected to  see.   Total  enrollment  for  this  summer  thus  exceeds 
total  enrollment  for  last  year  by  346,  although,  since  the 
terms  were  shorter,  the  actual  total  tuition  income  is  about 
$3000  less. 

This  is  good,  but  it  certainly  should  not  make  us  complacent 
about  the  regular  year.   It  cannot  be  too  strongly  urged  that 
all  of  us  should  be  doing  all  we  can  to  get  a  big  freshman  class 
in  September. 

All  departments  ought  also  to  be  doing  everything  they  can 
to  build  up  the  night  school  program  for  students  who  are 
holding  regular  jobs  in  the  Ordnance  Plant  or  elsewhere.   The 
Victory  Committee  is  at  work  on  some  announcements  about  this, 
but  word  of  mouth  promotion,  together  with  personal  invitations 
to  juniors  and  seniors  who  are  at  work  to  continue  their 
schooling  will  also  help.   It  is  suggested  that  department  heads 
might  write  letters  to  majors  whom  they  know  to  be  at  work  in 
the  Carbondale  area,  inviting  them  to  enroll  for  some  evening 
work  toward  their  degree. 


Attention  War  Bond  Investors 

Members  of  the  faculty  who  are  investing  10^  of  their  in- 
come in  war  bonds  are  entitled  to  wear  a  button  indicating  that 
they  are  making  this  substantial  contribution  to  the  nation's 
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war  effort*   Those  who  are  eligible  may  secure  buttons  from 
Mr.  Beyer  in  Room  208,  Main  Building,  any  time  this  week. 


Some  More  War  Service  Leaves 

In  the  meantime,  Mr.  John  Parrish  of  the  Economics  Department 
has  accepted  a  very  attractive  position  as  assistant  to  the 
Director  of  the  Office  of  Price  Administration  for  the  Mldv/est 
area  with  headquarters  in  Chicago.   This  appointment  takes  the 
last  of  the  regular  full-time  members  of  the  Economics  Department. 

Mr.  Harry  Gr,    Brainard,  who  accepted  a  position  with  the 
Office  of  Price  Administration  in  Washington  for  the  summer  term 
only,  has  written  to  ask  that  his  leave  of  absence  be  extended 
to  September  1,  1943  with  the  understanding  that  his  work  in 
Washington  will  probably  keep  him  for  the  duration  of  the  war.

We  Do  Better  on  Bond  Purchases 

Mr.  Beyer,  who  has  charge  of  the  whole  organization  for 
selling  defense  bonds  in  the  eastern  half  of  Jackson  County,  re- 
ports that  47  members  of  the  faculty  are  contributing  10^  or  more 
of  their  salaries  for  the  purchase  of  war  bonds.   This  is  about 
a  third  of  the  total,  which  is  a  good  showing,  but  not  good 
enough. 

It  is  hoped  that  when  the  fall  term  opens  and  all  members 
of  the  faculty  are  again  on  regular  full  pay,  we  can  raise  the 
number  to  over  a  hundred. 


We  Have  a  Cosmopolitan  Faculty 

Mr,  McDonagh  made  a  very  interesting  study  of  the  places 
from  which  our  faculty  has  been  recruited.  He  has  taken  the 
data  he  has  collected  from  the  catalog  and  prepared  a,  map  and 
a  set  of  tables.   The  map  has  been  posted  under  the  faculty 
bulletin  board  in  the  Business  Office.   It  shows  graphically 
the  very  widespread  of  institutions  in  which  our  faculty  has 
been  trained. 

The  tables  he  has  summarrized  in  the  following  paragraphs: 

"l.   The  S,  I.  N.  U.  faculty  members  have  degrees  from  72 
different  univ.ersities  and  colleges  in  27  states  of  the  Union, 
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"2,   The  list  of  universities  indicates  that  our  faculty  has 
been  trained  in  many  of  the  truly  great  universities  of  America. 

3.   High  school  seniors  from  this  area  should  be  eager  to 
avail  themselves  of  the  privilege  of  acquiring  not  only  excellent 
academic  training  at  S.  I,  N,  u,,  but  an  intellectual  and 
regional  eclecticism  of  thought,  as  truly  a  part  of  education 
for  democratic  living  as  any  presentation  of  subject  matter  -per 
se* 

Along  with  our  evaluation  program  which  we  hope  will  be 
developed  much  further  from  the  work  that  was  started  under  the 
American  Council  Central  "Committee,  we  should  probably  have 
much  more  of  this  type  of  institutional  research  going  on. 


In  The  Magazines 

The  current  number  of  the  Journal  of  the  American  Associ- 
ation of  University  Professors  has  in  it  a  group  of  very  in- 
teresting articles,  all  bearing  in  one  way  or  another  on  the 
idea  that  we  must  continue  through  the  war  to  teach  the  ideals 
and  the  principles  and  the  facts  that  will  tend  to  bind  the 
people  of  the  world  together  in  greater  understanding, 

I  refer  to  the  articles  on  "Literature  for  Defense"  by 
Carleton  G-.  Land,  on  "China  and  The  Democratic  Way"  by  Arthur 
W.  Hummel,  on  "Missionaries  in  Reverse"  by  Robert  Withington, 

We  cannot  emphasize  too  strongly,  I  think,  that  with  all 
of  the  war  work,  which  it  is  our  duty  to  do,  our  great  task 
still  remains  what  it  always  was,  namely,  the  promotion  of  . 
civilization  on  all  fronts.   Hence,  it  is  good  to  see  the 
Journal  of  the  American  Association  of  University  Professors 
printing  interesting  articles  that  bear  on  this  idea.

Possible  Limitation  on  Travel  Expenses 

We  have  a  letter  from  Mr.  Frank  G,  Thompson  relaying  to  us 
a  letter  from  the  G-overnor  which  contains  the  following  paragraphs: 

"Effective  August  1,  it  is  mandatory  that  all  gasoline  and 
oil  purchases  be  made,  preferably  from  State-owned  garages,  or 
when  impossible  to  do  so,  at  filling  stations  leased,  owned  or 
operated  by  State-approved  companies.   Lists  of  approved  companies 
and  addresses  of  State-owned  garages  will  follow. 

"No  reimbursements  will  be  allowed  for  gasoline  and  oil 
purchases  through  expense  accounts.   In  the  event  of  emergency 
or  minor  repairs  only  being  required  on  automotive  equipment, 
approval  must  be  obtained  from  the  office  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Transportation.   Repairs  for  State-owned  automotive  equipment 
must  be  made  in  State-owned  garages. 
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"I  am  instructing  the  Director  of  Finance  to  pass  no  vouchers 
or  expense  accounts  that  are  not  in  conformity  with  the  above."

Pending  the  time  that  we  shall  have  one, 
members  of  the  faculty  are  warned  that  it  may  not  be  possible 
to  secure  mileage  as  we  have  been  doing  hitherto.   A  further 
announcement  on  this  matter  will  be  made  as  soon  as  we  are  clear 
on  it.

4  Prescription  for  the  War  Blues 

For  those  of  us  who  have  occasional  troubles  with  our  own 
good  spirits  and  morale  because  of  the  war,  there  is  a  very  fine 
article  in  the  current  number  (August  8)  of  School  and  Society. 
The  article  is  by  the  psychologist,  C.  Gilbert  Wrenn  of  the 
University  of  Minnesota,   It  is  entitled,  "Educational  Problems 
and  Civilian  Morale  in  Wartime".   It  deals  with  the  question  of 
how  the  teacher  may  help  himself  face  the  personal  depressions 
and  frustrations  which  the  war  engenders.   Presumably  the  war 
has  caused  occasional  depressive  tendencies  in  all  of  us.   It 
is  important  for  us  to  take  deliberate  steps  to  combat  them.
